"'One will ask himself, why has the Communist Party lost 
its ties with the Hegro Community'? 

"•I'll say the Negro people did not leave us, we left 
them .2 'We can not continue to live on past laurels.

4. Call for the Industrillzation of the South 

5. Demand the appointment of Negroes to Committees 

whenever there is a vaccancy. 

6. Demand that an executive order be issued, 

abolishing discrimination in all phases of 
life.' 
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H *We must have a program of direction to the Negro people 
as objectives in the coming elections. The Negro people 
have the balance of vote in 31 key areas in the north. 
We should press for the correct use of, this vote. And 
the Negro people should work to oust reactionary candi- 
dates .J. 

M '0n the question of building the £arty in the Negro Com- 
munity. You know comrades there's a grave danger existing 
today in the tendency of saying we can't build' party.

spoken on the question of Industrialization of the South. 
He said the workers in the North were already suffering 
because of moving plants. He was bitterly opposed to any 
program around this. He also was opposed to emphasis be- 
ing placed on organizing in the south. He felt a coiicen- "* 
tration should be made on organizing the lowly paid workers 
in the north. He called for other forms besides the'PYOC, 
to attract 'Negro youth. ,"He says PYOC just doesn't work 
in Negro Community. .

She has 
done this and she found the Negro people dis -interested 
in this. In the first place, she said Negroes could 
not afford these shelters and they felt that" any shelters 
built by the government would be segregated anyway. The 
Negro people and the PuretO Ricah' people were more in- 
terested in housing than shelters. 



"BEN DAVIS spoke briefly. ' He agreed with I j that 
the peace question was one way to catch hold in the 
Negro community. He pointed to Mrs. MARTIN LUTHER KING 
being made 'Mother of the 'Year. 1 He said this was done 
because of her struggle for peace. He agreed with 
CLAUDE'S line in the report but agreed some parts needed 
more thought. He scolded the supporters of gradualism 
and Lokenism and branded them as forms used to keep any- 
one rrom changing the situation fundamentally. 

"On the question of the Muslims, he said conditions in 
this country and within the Negro people's movement make 
it unfavorable for their sucess . He said, however, the 
joarty must find ways of working with them on certain is- 
sues, while disagreeing with their policy of violence, 
because he felt as LIOHTPOOTE felt the Negro people will 
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"achieve equal rights through constitutional and legal 
steps*

same kind of letter. 

"MIRIAM FRIEDLANDER spoke confining her remarks to TORMEY 's 
report. She told of the sucess her committee was having 
against the McCarran Act. SKeTsaid letters were pouring 
in from all over the country, contributions^ from people 
who not in the £arty and have never been close to the or- 
ganisation. 

"It was apparent the comrades were determined to continue 
the discussion, but GUS HALL called a halt to the dis- 
cussion, saying that people had to be leaving for home 
and he would give the summary. GUS Said, qoute ; 
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°'Comrades__ let me outline the £arty's stand on ways to 
meet the economic pressure . '

2 - Cutting of taxes up to $10,000;

Our real enemy is the Ultra-Right - 
led by the GOLDWATER and Birch Society .J.

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ELIZABETH GURLEY FLYNN- introduced herself as the 
Chairman of the HALL-DAVIS DEFENSE COMMITTEE. She then introduced 
JIM TORMEY, who announced the conference agenda, as follows: 

1. Speech by GUS HALL on Friday evening. 

2. On Saturday, June- 23, 1962, the session will 
start at 10 AM and end at 6 PM, during which 

a number of speakers will appear. Sometime in 
the afternoon BEN DAVIS will speak. 

3. On Sunday, June 2k, 1962, the session will start 
at 10 AM and a report will be given on the Party* s 
"Fight-Back" action against the McCarran Act. 
This is to be followed by a summation at two 

6* clock. 



GUS HALL spoke. He remarked that his speech would be 
based on the so-called purple pamphlet. He assumed all had 
read it and he was not going to take up everything in the 
pamphlet, but would talk about some of the things he thought 
wore important. The pamphlet referred to was authored by him 
and entitled "Main Street to Wall Street; End the Cold Wart" 



GUS HALL remarked that the Party had been through a 
long period of trial, including a factional struggle, but that 
the Party was indestructible and would not be destroyed. A lot 
of unity had developed as a result of the Party* s fight-back 
policy against the McCarran Act. Initially there were elements 
in the Party who wanted to dissolve the Party and who had been 
rejected, and elements who wanted to stand pat and assume a 
"wait and see" attitude. Fortunately for the Party and the 
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fight for civil rights, a historic decision was made by the 
Party to conduct a legal struggle and bring the mass fight 
to the people. This, he said, has resulted in a new Party 
organizational flexibility and in other benefits. 

Some of these were: 

1. The welding of a firm inner Party unity, the 
first time this has occurred in years. 

2. The elimination of the remnants of factionalism 
in the Party. 

3* The reaching of many more people outside the Party, 
and the establishment of a new and higher status 
among broad circles of peoples. 

k» The establishment of the Party as a factor among 
the growing left in the peoples movement, the 
Negro movement, and the Youth movement. 

5- The Party has largely broken through its isolation. 

6. The Party is helping the masses make real headway 
in destroying the Fascist element in our country. 

7. By defending itself the Party has become a whole 
unit and is slowly growing. 

. . . _ sa id that these accomplishments prove the line 

of the Party was correct. He said the best fighters are those 
fighters wno have a firm conviction and understanding of that 
for which they are fighting. He went into some of the laws, 
like the Taft-Hartley Law, the McCarran Act and the Smith Act. 
he said all such laws are instruments of the cold war and that 
we should recognize that in these laws are built-in features 
of a "hot war" too. 

* * « « He bp0U Sto out that there is a shift in the relation- 
ship of forces which determines the social, political and 
economic events in the world. He said that the balance of 
power has changed and not the world. He said there are now 
raore Socialist forces than capitalist forces and that the 
capitalist world is on the wane. He stated he is not 
predicting that it is ready to fall apart but we have to be 
conscious of the change and point this out to people. He 
stated that the cold war was an evil and a costly failure to 

SSSSiS? 1 people, although profitable to a few. He criticized 
the KENNEDY administration and the continued cold war policy of 
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the United States and said our first endeavor should be to 
seriously raise the interest of and wove the people of this 
country to scrap policies xdilch have caused a decline in the 
standing of the United States in the world. 

He mentioned CHURCHILL in .relation to the cold war 
and said that CHURCHILL had influenced the United States into 
the cold war in his own interest only. 

HALL stated the cold war is also the main instrument 
of monopoly capitalism and that in its overseas expansion 
monopoly capitalism had created more unemployment in this 
country. 

He stated there were seven events which had taken 
place since the publication of his pamphlet that need our 
attention. These he said were: 

1. The continued unusual behavior of the stock market. 

2. The two unsuccessful attempts by the United States 
at nuclear explosion in the atmosphere. 

3. The President* s action in the steel strike. 

k* The action of the Government starting proceedings 
against ten individuals under the HcCarran Act. 

$. The invasion of Thialand by United States troops. 

6. The settlement in Laos and the progress in Algeria. 

7. The primary elections in certain states. 

HALL said the two attempted atmospheric nuclear 
explosions brand the KENNEDY administration as irresponsible 
and the fact that the two attempts had failed did not minimize 
the dangers created by them. The obvious lack of responsibility 
of the KENNEDY administration is a factor in the threat of war. 
Ke mentioned the number of United States planes and submarines 
equipped with nuclear weapons and of these submarines roaming 
all over the globe. This was another indication of the 
irresponsibility of the KENNEDY administration and possible 
threat of war. He said there is a definite need for more 
effort being made on our part in the fight for peace, and 
the fight for ceasing nuclear testing. 

He went into the field of disarmament. He said the 
United States did not even- present a draft plan for disarmament 
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at Geneva and that the question of inspection was not an issue 
as proven by many competent scientists. 

He said the United States was the main obstacle to a 
policy of disarmament and ending nuclear testing. He felt 
that our entire level in tho struggle for peace was not high 
enough, that there was a great revival in this country, and 
tho people were ready for more basic reasons in the fight for 
peace. These were the things Marxists had to be made aware 
of. He felt our participation in the peace movement was very 
important but that we were not completely fulfilling our role 
by our failure to discuss more basic questions with the people. 
Such discussion should, he said, be in the language of the 
people, and not run below or above them. He quoted from the 
May 18 edition of "Commonweal," as well as from "Life" and 
other publications. 

HALL, in stating that we must ask ourselves, "Do we 
need to change our basic estimate of this administration?" and 
"Do wo have to give up thinking about giving direction for 
changing the administration?", asserted in answer thereto 
that we did not have to change our basic estimate and that we 
should always be aware of the process of pushing for change, 
that mass movement can change the KENNEDY administration. 
We should be in this mass peace movement because it is here 
that pressure put on an administration can change policy. He 
said a great many things that occurred were due to the policy 
and advice the President got. 

HALL said he did not have any idea and did not wish 
to imply that American capitalism had reached its end, but that 
it was very interesting to observe on his way into Yonkers 
each morning the number of Cadillacs that had run out of gas. 
He said there was a great need to re-establish the Marxist 
science of economics and felt that the Party had neglected this 
area of study. 

He said the stock market fluctuation heralded the 
end of that period beginning after World War II, when the 
United States was able to assume the support of the capitalist 
countries in the world, all of which were in a state of deterio- 
ration and dependent on the United States. The stock market 
action indicated that United States capitalism was in difficulty 
and in a post war decline. He predicted that the false bottom 
would fall off the real estate market, and that this would be 
one of the results of the stock market decline. He said we 
\tould have a clear understanding of all of these things with 
knowledge of Marxist theory. He said certain frustrations will 
develop as a result and this will increase pressure of war as a 
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way out. It will also create pressure to keep the military of 
Europe strong and will give the ultra right impetus to grow. 

HALL stated there were certain new developments taking 
place in the ultra right and one of our tasks was to point out 
how the ultra right, aided by the Un-American Committee and the 
FBI, has cost the taxpayers a great deal of money. We should 
raise the question as to why this money is being spent and who 
it is benefiting, and to do this right now. He said local Party 
organizations should become more aware of these things, and that 
the main fight against the ultra right must be unchanged. 

He said some of the basic flaws in our work included a 
certain reluctance, fear and strong resistance to organizational 
work in our ranks, and a lack of understanding of the fact that 
the American people are ready to take part in some of these 
movements. Also, a lack of independent political thinking, 
which resulted in failure to offer opposition to ROCKEFELLER* s 
campaign, and a lack of efficient organization, which he 
described as a form of sickness. 

HALL asked, "Concretely, how do we 3peak to people? 
This is what we are in business for, to speak to people, to 
awaken their conscience. What plans do we have for leaflets?" 

He said that our level of work is not high enough. 

Issues must be explained in the language of the people and not 

in sectarian language. We now have a new sense of confidence, 
we have a winning Party with a winning cause.

The first speaker was ANTON, from Cleveland, Ohio. 
He said that the House Committee on Un-American Activities (HCUA) 
had come into their area and had called twenty people. The 
Party people referred to it as "operation buzz saw." They had 
had a public campaign against the HCUA and its activities and 
had been very successful in getting the Methodist Church, the 
Church of Christ, and other groups organized into a very high 
level campaign against the HCUA. As a result the Committee was 
completely inoperative except when a person was clearly vulnerable. 
Witnesses who were expected to be cooperative, refused to testify 
or cooperate with the Committee and there was a great deal of 
self -exposure of some of the stool pigeons, and he expected 
that there would probably be more. Their activity developed an 
atmosphere where even the informers felt guilty. Other results 
of their campaign included an attack on the KENNEDY administration, 
and newspaper interest and interviews of those called before the 
Committee. 

He said that support of the Party had increased and that 
people were far more ready and willing to act than we ourselves 
suspected. 
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The next speaker was BOB THOMPSON, who gave a report 
on labor. He said it would be hard to be satisfied with the 
status, of trade union Party activity, and that some of the 
things that have occurred within the trade unions created a 
deep frustration in those engaged in trade union activity. 
We should not harken back to the good old days of the thirties 
and forties because too many changes have occurred in the 
world. Some of the answers to problems in this field lie in 
our capacity for leadership, that this is a period of time 
for the modernization of our programs and tactics. He said 
there was a new and different type of responsiveness on the 
part of all parties on all issues and we had to fight an. anti- 
monopoly coalition on some of the issues facing labor. He 
explained that there was a new situation in the labor picture — 
a demand for a shorter work week. He said the general picture on 
the thirty-hour work week has changed and that is of significance 
to us. He said that the shorter work week is an anti-monopoly 
approach and that there is a new demand from labor for some 
independence from the KENNEDY administration. He asked if the 
Party and the left were* going to raise the demand to a new level. 
This will be determined in large measure on the response from 
us and whether we are successful in demanding a thirty-hour 
work week and' influencing labor. 

THOMPSON said the left must be alert to where the break- 
through will come and concentrate on it. He said there is a 
certain prospective of aiding this development between now and 
the opening of contract negotiations in 1964 in the auto industry. 
He said the left and the Party can be a serious factor in 
creating an important trend to the left in the labor movement. 
He said this would be the first major test of the new orientation 
and development of our Party but it should not be limited to just 
one industry. We must help project a shorter work week in our 
labor activity. 

THOMPSON spoke of the struggle that must take place 
to bring into being an alliance between the trade union 
movement and the Negro People's movement. He said the situation 
is different today than in the forties and that we must become 
aware of and take issue with some of the forms of white chauvinism 
existing in labor today. We had to carry on in the fight to 
unite the Negro and white. He said this united people and 
should become the practice of the Party in all areas, and not 
just in our labor forces. 

He, mentioned certain developments taking place in the 
Teamsters Union but did not go into them. He said that we had 
to utilize existing approaches and at the same time project new 
moves, the foremost among which was the centralization of labor. 

HifflL 
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The third speaker was DOROTHY HEALEY from Los Angeles. 
She reported on the California primary elections. She said 
that there had been some gains made in Mexican, .American and 
Negro unity, and that this was the first closed primary ever 
held in the state. 

She reported on the impressive number of right wing 
votes cast in the primaries. She said this was a repudiation 
of the two main parties, and that it had given people something 
to think about. She mentioned newly re -apportioned districts 
and noted that it was the first primary where there had been 
a definite split in the Republican Party. 

HEALEY stated that the Party had set up three 
objectives in the California primaries which she listed as: 

1. Defeat of the ultra right. 

2. The election of Negro and mixed representation. 

3. The improvement of the quality of representation 
in Congress around peace, civil rights and Negro 
rights. 

On #1, HEALEY mentioned the utilisation of public 
instruction as a means of defeating the ultra right. She 
said that some reversals had occurred, among which was the 
victory of the ultra right in the GOP race on both a state 
and national level, although a developing repudiation of the 
ultra right was observed in the NIXON campaign. 

On #2, HEALEY said there had been an unprecedented 
upsurge of support for a more mixed representation and seven or 
eight Mexican Americans will as a result be in the California 
Legislature. The demand for representation was also growing 
among other groups. 

On #3, HEALEY stated that efforts toward the develop- 
ment of independent action within the Democratic Party had been 
very, very effective. She said the efforts of Party people to 
heighten the role of the individual member in the Democratic 
Party resulted in hundreds of workers in the Democratic Party 
having a chance to express themselves for the first time. She 
said this should now enable various individuals involved in the 
activities of political parties to play an important role in a 
peace campaign by Independent action, with her feeling being, 
however, that they had to be independent not only of the 
political party with which they were involved, but also the 
Communist Party as well. She said 1 she felt there had to be a 
very skillful approach to this situation. / 
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A speaker from Now York then gave a talk on .the New 
York elections. He said there was an ultra right in New York 
which had succeeded after carrying on a six-week campaign in 
developing a new Conservative Party to defeat JAVTTS, The 
ultra right was also out to defeat ROCKEFELLER, The speaker 
predicted that the Republican Party would be a major force in 
the ultra right in New York and that it would be necessary 
for the Progressives to do all they could to defeat the ultra 
right. 

The speaker also said that the time had come when no 
party could go to the polls in New York without a Negro 
candidate • 

CARL WINTER spoke on the Michigan elections, and 
particularly the raoe for Governor. He said GEORGE ROMNEY 
was being dubbed as a possible GOP candidate for President? 
in 1961^., and there was a serious attempt going on in tha$ 
area to shape ROMNEY for big business. The Birchites have 
announced their support of ROMNEY and the Democrats were 
running Governor JOHN SWENSON. He said there was a great 
deal of independent action developing within the Democratic 
Party and that members of that Party are now able, as 
individuals, to present their slate on Negro rights, civil 
rights, and other issues. He said there were 110 delegates 
to the Constitutional Convention in Michigan who were able 
to effect a coalition between labor and Negroes. 

PRED, from Wisconsin, spoke. He was introduced as a 
poet and recited a little poetry. He said we should repudiate 
the charge from many liberals that the danger of war came from 
the left, that the danger actually came from the ultra right. 
He agreed with GUS HALL that we should study more the theory of 
ground rent and bank taxes and pay more attention to economics. 
He also commented that there should be some nationalization of 
the land in this country. 

ARNOLD JOHNSON Spoke. He agreed with GUS HALL that the 
level for the struggle for peace must be heightened, and that 
there wa3, no conflict in the Party around our work with the 
masses. He said, however, we must examine the character of 
our work so that we can heighten its level, and that we should 
ask ourselves how we can contribute more to such movements as 
peace. He pointed out that there is much literature on peace 
from the left forces and also a great deal of literature from 
the ultra right. We should make greater use of the peace 
literature available and discuss it more. He pointed out that 
the American people have a certain peace consciousness which 
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helps overcome some of the war propaganda. We have to ask 
ourselves how to overcome other propaganda In order that the 
United States way become known as a peace country. We must 
contribute to peace discussions so that it will be taken up 
by the masses. That would be one of the biggest contributions 
our Party could make for peace. 

WILLIAM PATTERSON spoke. He thought that Marxist 
economics should be placed in the hands of students, trade 
unionists and teachers. He spoke of the factors involved in 
dealing with the Negro situation and of the problems of influencing 
the Negro masses toward the Communist Party. In this connection 
he mentioned his attendance at a meeting, termed one of the most 
Iiaportant of its kind, of the National Negro Commission the 
previous day, June 22, 1962. He apologized for not having the 
complete report of the meeting ready for this session but said 
it contained certain criticism of our work with the Negroes. 
He said that we did not always work on the highest level with 
them and that there was a certain dichotomy. He said we should 
see as Marxists more clearly how the Executive Branch of the 
Government is making progress in their promises but not carrying 
them out. He said, however, that in Congress we have many 
possibilities open to us in the struggle for equal rights. He 
said the issue of peace should be broadened and that we must 
recognize the ultra right is the main enemy of Negro rights.

A young colored girl, DARLENE or CHARLENE, from 
California, gave a report on Youth. She proposed the establish- 
ment of a youth organization that would not of necessity be left, 
but which would have a certain amount of left orientation. 

LEWIS MARTIN JOHNSON spoke after DARLENE for a few 
minutes. He gave a brief rundown of problems in New England. 
He said that possibly the Party' would have to help New England 
with an organizer because there was* no one in that District 
who could spend the full-time required for that position. ,He 
said New England had concentrated on raising funds for defense 
and that he was happy to say New England had turned in $1|.95.00 
that day for defense. However, because of such effort no funds 
had been raised for "The Worker." He also said some ground 
work was being done on the youth campaign in New England. 

IRVING POTASH then gave a report on labor. He said 
the entire Party should be made conscious of the problems 
involved In working with trade union and working class movements. 
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Every Party club should have on its agenda son© discussion 
pertinent to the working class in order to develop a working 
class consciousness. 

The report disagreed with BOB THOMPSON in that 
THOMPSON took the attitude that the Party should not take over 
the leadership of such movements but rather guide them. POTASH 
said there would be no breakthrough unless the Party took as 
its task both the development and encouragement of left 
movements in trade unions. 

CLAUDE LIGHTFOOT spoke on "How Are We Going to Build 
Our Party in a Negro Community?" He said there has been some 
thinking in the past that Negro people had left the Party 
through fear but that this was not so. He said instead the 
Negro masses did not identify our Party to the struggle they 
were waging. He said we have to decide what the struggle for 
the Party is and asked, "How do we carry through in final form 
for the Negro?" He said the Party itself would be very 
instrumental in helping the Negro and that by use of communist 
Negroes in the community the Party would become identified 
with the Negro struggle. We had to take up the problem of 
unemployment for the Negro, which he described as a major 
issue for the Negro, and open up discussion in the broadest 
possible manner on where the Negro struggle was going to end. 
He spoke of the Muslim Movement, stating that it had gained a 
great deal of support. He said that when it came to the .Negro 
Movement we had to discuss different forms and not latch on to 
one particular form to the exclusion of the others. 

He said there were plans for this coming September 
for PATTERSON' and DAVIS to go about speaking to Negroes in 
Negro communities. He suggested that what we should do in 
the various areas was to line up a number of Negro people to 
be on hand to meet with PATTERSON and DAVIS who could possibly 
enlist them, in the Party. 

ART, from California, took issue with POTASH. He said 
POTASH should re-examine and differentiate between a left 
organization and an organization in which you develop a much 
broader force and in which the left is a ranking force. 

He first spoke on the role of the Party. He said 
the present leadership in the Party had set an example in. 
building up the prestige of the Party, and that the Party had 
re-established itself. He highly commended GUS HALL'S pamphlet 
and said it stood out as being excellent. He said the Party 
had to concern itself with its peace work and that HALL's 
recommendation that we should begin a real Marxist analysis 
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of peace in this country was excellent. He felt that peace 
candidates were here to stay and that the left peace candidates 
did . h fiP a *ole to play. In speaking on the elections in Calif onia 
he differed with DOROTHY HEALEY, who believed that the right 
forces had gained there. He also, in disagreeing with DOROTHY 
HEALEY, said that the GOP in order to win will have to present 
a labor front and that labor i s activities and its independent 
role in the elections in California had confirmed an anti-NIXON 
situation. He felt definitely that the ultra right could be 
defeated there, but that the Party had to play a greater role 
in its defeat.

of labor movements was most important, that labor was looking 
for progressive forces to move them and that a Party sub committee 
■should be set up to discuss what is happening in the trade unions. 
After that a Negro commission should be set up prior to the 
elections in order to mobilize the people, and to rebuild the 
Party. 

LEW, from Newark, New Jersey, remarked concerning city 
elections. He said one Negro in New Jersey got the biggest vote 
for Councilman. He also said that every thinking organization 
in the country was trying to win the youth, and advocated the 
Party rebuilding its role for winning the youth. 

A speaker from Milwaukee said that Milwaukee was one 
of the cities that contradicted itself by producing a McCarthy 
and a Governor who repudiated McCarthy. He felt that the Party 
had to fight for peace, civil rights and against the ultra right. 
In order to do this we must integrate ourselves with non-communist 
people and organizations. He said they had certain problems 
with the Party in their area, that there were people who would 
not work with other people because they were afraid of stool 
pigeons . 



A speaker from Pennsylvania stated that the conference 
reflected a, new stage in the 'historical development of the 
Party. He said the Party's voice should be heard more often in 
its various endeavors, and in the matter of trade union work we 
should' ask ourselves how to proceed in establishing a socialist 
' trend in the labor movement. /

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THIRD DAY'S SESSION 
JUNE 2k, 1962 

This session convened at 10 AM* There were 
approximately 70 to 80 persons in attendance. The following, 
in addition to those present at the Friday and Saturday 
meetings, were present at this session: 

SAM DAVIS 

ROSE, from Minnesota 

HELEN and DAN, from Chicago 

Proposals were made and adopted at this session that 
there be three mass regional conferences, one in the East; one 
in the Mid-West, and one on the West Coast; that we try to send 
delegates to all aspirants to public offices and demand that they 
take a stand on the McCarran. Act and other issues; that we attempt 
to further broaden civil rights committees, and encourage their 
development on a local basis; that a brochure on this conference 
and defense fund booklets be issued; and that the Party develop 
some type of mass agitation against a national mobilization 
planned by the HCUA on January 3, 1963. 

ELIZABETH GURLEY PLYNN spoke. She said she hoped 
this would be the last time we would have to do anything like 
this, but by fighting back wo were defending the Party as we 
know it and not as it is described by the McCarran Act. 
She said it was clear that it is not possible for us to 
register under the McCarran Act and that we have to acquaint 
people first as to what the McCarran Act is, and to render 
the legal defense necessary. She said she would be available 
for speaking engagements. 

JIM JACKSON 1 spoke. He said that HALL had been correct 
in the interpretation of the events that had taken place and we 
needed to make a very precise study of the events in relation 
to the effect on each. 



He spoke on "The Worker" campaign. He said that 
"The Worker" campaign was basic to our rights and our civil 
rights, and that so far there has not been too much pressure 
put on the freedom of the press as an issue. He said there 
should be some sharpening up in regard to the KENNEDY 
administration and that we have to heighten the struggle for 
disarmament. He spoke of the policy of "The Worker" which he 
thought had been a correct one but there had been some 
criticism of it. At the time of the Soviet nuclear explosions 
the paper protested the resumption of nuclear testing by the 
Soviets and thought this was a good tactic for the^ Communist 
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Party to follow. On tho question of recruiting, he thought 
that certain problems were not solved by merely recruiting more 
people, that certain risks were involved that we certainly 
should be aware of. He said he was proud of the history of the 
Party and that we were moving ahead. We did not know when the 
breakthrough was coming but it was coming. He said it was 
necessary for us to fight McCarranism and that fighting 
McCarranism was fighting the ultra right. He said that the 
fight for civil liberties now going on necessitated that the 
forces of the left move the masses. 

"The Worker" is an Bast Coast communist newspaper. 

BEN DAVIS stated that the FBI at CLAUDE LIGHTFOOT»s 
wifeis funeral had taken the guest book and joined the mourners. 
He said we must emphasize the humanism of communism in relation 
to the type of humanism of the ruling class. He said the 
Party was still in> existence in spite of all that is happening 
to it. We have achieved something. We brought to the American 
people the fact we caught the Government redhanded on the question 
of concentration camps. They were caught in a lie about this and 
they will lie about other things. He said in this regard that 
it had been brought out in "The Worker" that this country had 
built concentration camps. 

DAVIS said the Youth Movement and the role it has 
been playing has been a setback 'to the McCarran Act. Even 
though the youth do not go along with the Party on all issues 
they deserve the right to listen for themselves rather than be 
told. 



DAVIS said that the administration had added to the 
McCarran Act a provision that industry make public a list 
of where a particular person cannot work. He said our big 
question was how to merge our activity with the activity of 
the masses, and that although there has been a tendency toward 
this, the Party must work harder at it. He brought out that 
there was a certain indecency, immorality and backwardness in , 
having political prisoners in America, and that as to Algeria we 
should express our concern about the mass killing there. He 
said we should pay more attention to the moral aspects of our 
Party, and that we should be reaching the moral sense of the 
people as nothing moves a people more than moral issues. 

DAVIS said some of the potentials open to us had 
deep importance. He mentioned how developments in socialist 
countries affect this country»s economic politics and policies. 
He spoke of different things that happened in the South and 
projected the thought that these states were republics and 
that we did not have a democracy. 
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GUS HALL, in his summary of the conference, said we 
have to have some approach to the economic program and fight 
for a minimum wage of $2.50 an hour and for a moritorium on the 
national debt. He said we had to develop an approach to 
organizations such as in the youth field, where our approach 
should be more pronounced than in the past few months*. He said 
the youth field is in its initial development and that the 
Party should utilize farm experiences in dealing with youth. 
He said this reference to farm experiences had nothing to do 
with the Party, explaining that on a farm you plant more seeds 
than you expect to grow, you weed out the weak ones, transplant 
others, and, as on a farm, out of all the youth movements 
the strongest will be kept. He said it had to be a joint 
project of .nature and man, that it is the Party* s approach 
to organizations, and the conscious Marxist will follow it. 

HALL said that when it came to independent political 
action there had to be a certain flexibility in form and level. 
He spoke of the union action on a thirty-five hour week and of 
its importance as a medium for moving the whole trade union 
movement. He said the important thing to remember was to have 
some form which moved the masses. We have one purpose and 
that is the best interest of the workers and their organizations. 
HALL said that when speaking at various colleges he was always 
questioned about the Party* s relations with the socialist 
world, and the McCarran Act charge that we are agents of a foreign 
power. He said he has found that although the students will not 
accept denials they will accept explanations. He, therefore, 
explains that the Communist Party is a political party in this 
country interested in building socialism and that having the 
same social science as other countries with socialist governments 
we do have a relationship although no organizational ties. In 
answer to the question he is always asked in connection with the 
McCarran Act charge, "Where have you disagreed with the USSR?", 
he asks why they use that as a yardstick for the Communist Party 
when it is never used for anyone else, and then points out as 
an example of disagreement that when the USSR resumed nuclear 
testing we were against such action. 

He said on questions of new Party development, there 
was an unprecedented demand for Marxist literature and that we 
must make the members aware of the pressure of this demand. 
In the matter of recruiting, he said we had to convince Party 
people that it is necessary and possible to recruit new members 
but that it must be organized. 

The meeting adjourned about 3 PM.

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On June 22i 23, and 24, 1962, there was a 
National Conference of the Communist Party, (CP), USA, 
held on the second floor of Academy Hall, 853 Broadway, 
New York City. 

The first session of the National Conforence 
was called to order at about 8:30 p.m. by ELIZABETH GURLY 
FLYNN. PLYNN announced that this was a meeting to consider 
the defense of the Party and said that it was good to see so 
many faces to^e^her again. Following her opening remarks she 
introduced OLC II^LL by name only. 

HALL spoke for approximately two hours on the subject 
of the defense of the Party and "moving forward". He opened 
his remarks with a discussion of the ultra right, his estimate 
of the goals of Senator GOLDU.'.TER of Arizona and discussed the 
role of labor in the 1960*s. HALL was critical of labor 
for not moving out and being not aggressive in its field. He 
then went on to state he described as his "favorite subject, 
the Kennedy Administration" . HALL said that he had been 
making charges against the administration since its beginning 
and indicated that it has not changed as a result of his 
criticism. He stated that the Party cannot give up or cease 
this criticism because the administration can be forced to 
change its attitude through pressure from the Party. HALL 
felt that the act of bringing the facts to the people would 
constitute pressure on the administration which would force 
it to change its views. HALL said that the Party was weak 
in not hitting the streets and pointing out to the people 
that the administration was not keeping its promises. 

HALL went on to discuss the point that he believed 
the Party \?as fearful of activity leading to the building 
of the Party. He said that there need be no fear primarily 
because the red-baiting that has been expressed in the past 
is not being done now. He said, that he, BEN DAVIS and 
ELIZABETH PLYNN cannot accomplish Party building alone. He 
said that the rank and file of the Tarty must work. 



HALL then asked "Who is the Party" and answered, 
his own question by saying that the Party is the people 
in this room, the districts and all of the individual members. 
He then counseled that Party members should stop trying to 
put the shoe on someone else«s foot; that they should put it 
on themselves and wear it. 

HALL expressed confidence that the Party will 
be "built again" and also in the future of the Party and its 
programs. He called upon the Party to build defense 
connections in the districts saying that the fight for 
defense must go on together with Party programs which are 
peculiar to the various individual districts . 

At the conclusion of HALL's report, ELIZABETH 
GURLEY FLYNN took the floor and said "You are excused until 
tomorrow until 10:00".

The Saturday (6/23/62) session of the conference 



was called to order at approximately 10:00 a.m. by ELIZABETH 
GURLEY FLYNN who made the recommendation that GEORGE MEYERS 
be made chairman. This recommendation was accepted and the 
meeting opened with a report by ROBERT THOMPSON who was 
introduced by MEYERS by name only. 



THOMPSON reported on the Party activity in 



relation to trade unions. He criticized trade unions for 
having stopped fighting for Negro rights. On the positive 
side THOMPSON stated that the main aim of the Party in 
connection with trade union work must be for shorter hours 
and more pay. 



Following THOMPSON'S report a short discussion 



was held which was followed by an almost identical report 
on trade union activity made by IRVING POTASH which was 
again followed by a period of discussion. 



The session broke for lunch from 1:00 to 2:00 p.m. 



The first report of the afternoon was made by 
DANNY RUBIN who discussed youth matters. RUBIN pointed to 
the youths present and said that membership in the youth 
field had tripled thus proving that the Party can be built. 
He said that the Party worked with Advance to bring youth 
closer to the Party. RUBIN recommended that Party youth 
work with the leadership in developing and carrying out 
its program. 
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A short discussion and a short break followed 
the RUBIN report. 



. Following the break CLAUDE LIGHTPOOT reported 
on 'How do we rebuild our Party in the Negro community" . 
LIGHTPOOT stated that Negroes herein joined the Party because 
of fear of the present attack on the Party and in addition 
because the Party has not fought for Negro rights as well as 
it should have in the past. He stated that the Party must 
prove that it is the leader in the fight for first class 
citizenship for the Negroes. 

LIGHTPOOT also announced that beginning in September. 
JAMES E. JACKSON JR., WILLIAM L. PATTERSON, BEN DAVIS, and he 
would be relieved of all Party assignment in order that they 
might visit Negro communities in all states and cities in an 
effort to bring Negro people into the Party. LIGHTPOOT 
advised that all districts should start working on this program 
now and that they should get Negro groups together and 
We will do the rest". LIGHTPOOT concluded his report by 
expressing his confidence that the Party can build its Negro 
members and said that the activity which has taken place in 
Chicago is a good example of this. 

Following LIGHTPOOT 1 s report there was a discussion 
until about 6:00 p.m. at which time the conference was 
adjourned until Sunday morning.

The conference reconvened at approximately 10:15 a.m. 
on Sunday, June 24, 1962. -»•«■« 
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Session was called to order by ROSCOE PROCTOR 
who announced that the chairman for the day would be CYRIL 
PHILIP. 

PHILIP introduced JAMBS TORMEY as the Executive 
Secretary of the Davis-Hall Defense Committee. TORMEY 
reported on committee activity up-to-date. He said that 
they had received $10,000 of their $100,000 goal. He urged 
that defense committees be set up at the neighborhood level 
and stated that the fight for BEN DAVIS and GUS HALL is the 
fight for "all of us". TORMEY said that government prosecutions 
might reach any of the individual Party members. 

Following TORMEY' s remarks ELIZABETH GURLEY FLYNN 
was introduced as the chairman of the Davis-Hall Defense 
Committee. FLYNN said that she was sorry that she had not 
been included with HALL and DAVIS in the prosecutive action 
and that she felt that she might be to old and "might die on 
their hands" . She said that it was an honor to be a chairman 
for the Davis-Hall Defense Committee and launched into a 
recitation of her travels particularly in California on behalf 
of ARCHIE BROWN. In this connection she said she was going to 
Hawaii on behalf of the Party. 

FLYNN said that she was happy to see youth movement 
in the Party growing and smiled as she said that she had already 
picked her replacement from this group. She stressed the 
matter of building the Party particularly among Negroes and 
trade unionists and said that the Attorney General was "after" 
trade unions and other groups, not Just the Party. She expressed 
confidence in the growth of the CP. 

Following this MIMI FRIEDLANDER was introduced 
by name and discussed, there was a need for both the Davis- 
Hall Defense Committee and the Citizens Committee For Constitutional 
Liberties. She stated that both committees were needed and 
that they would operate in their own sphere of activity and 
influences. She closed with a brief discussion of the support 
being given the Citizens Committee For Constitutional Liberties. 

Following this ARCHIE BROWN spoke criticizing the 
Party in regard to a letter which the Party had addressed to the 
Soviet Union and to the CP in Canada. 
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BROWN said that the wording of this letter was 
incorrect. BROWN also said that he did not think it appropriate 
that the Paety has chosen the ultra right as a target and 
that in his opinion the ultra right does not amount to 
anything. He said that the Party can be built but it must 
work out a better way to build the Party under present 
pressure from the government. 

Following BROWN'S remarks BEN DAVIS spoke. DAVIS 
said that he did not agree with BROWN and that he felt that 
a matter of principal was involved and that the matter could 
be worked out. 

DAVIS said that he felt that the youth in colleges 
are the key to the defense problem. He feels that the fact 
that the right of a Communist to give his view point has 
been established in many schools is a victory comparable 
to that gained by the Freedom Riders. He admitted that individuals 
^ au <*i«nce which he addressed were not in total agreement 

W i 5^ m ' but he feels that the Party is winning by virtue 
of the fact that he has been permitted to speak at all. 

DAVIS discussed the Negro question previously 
and said that the meeting held on June 22, 1962, was one of 
the greatest meeting which the Party had recently had. HALL 
accepted LIGHTFOOT 1 s proposal to travel and to gain Negro 
Party members, but said that the Party had not fully extended 
itself in the fight for Negro rights. DAVIS closed with an 
expression of confidence in the Party and in the present 
meeting. 

Following a break, GUS HALL summarized the entire 
conference, speaking for about one and a half hours. 

HALL said that the criticism raised by ARCHIE 
BROWN could be worked out and that an issue should not be 
made of it. He said that he was proud of the youth activity 
in NY, and Philadelphia, and cited this work as proof that 
the Party can be built. He supported the THOMPSON and 
POTASH reports on trade union activity and indicated that 
the Party should play a real role in the matter. 
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HALL closed his 'summary by expressing his 
confidence that this meeting had set the stage for future 
activity and that while all of the details had not been 
worked out the movement could be built. 

All of the matters to be voted upon were combined 
in one resolution accepting HALL's report, requiring that 
the report be published and sent to the various districts 
and requiring that a message be sent to HENRY VJINSTON in 
Russia reporting the progress of the conference. 

The meeting was terminated with a period of 
silence in memory of GERALDINE LIGHTFOOT who died recently.

IRVING POTASH spoke next. He called for an organized 
Left in the Trade Union Movement.

"CLAUDE received a warm applause^ he went on to say, the 
Negro could not win its fight in the U.S. without a 
strong Communist Party. In Sept. he said, he, JAMES 
JACKSON, BEN DAVIS and WM. PATTERSON were coming to every 
district to help recruit and rebuild the £arty in the 
Negro Community. 

"ART - Detroit. Took exception with the question raised 
by IRVING POTASH, calling for re -es tabling of left forces 
within the trade union movement He caned for a re- 
examination of this question. This brought applause of 
approval from the audience. 

"MICKEY - No. California - called for a strong fight 
against the outlawing of the _party. 

"BERT from Washington said there were 77*000,000 people 
in poverty in this country, most of them in low paying 
Jobs.

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After both speakers had finished their talks, SAM NESIN 
read a resolution which, he said, would be sent to President 
KENNED*. Generally, the resolution called on President KENNEDY 
to take action against the implementation of the sections of 
the Kc Carran Act. 

PHILIP ABBOT LUCE reviewed for the audience the creation 
of the Mc Carran Act. He read excerpts from the Congressional 
debates on the Act. Racists and anti-Semites, he said, favored 
the passage of the Act. 

The Emergency. Civil Liberties Committee (ECLC), he 
stated, is proud to represent the Veterans of the Abraham Lincoln 
Brigade (VALB) in its problems with the government under some 
of the provisions of the Mc Carran Act. The VALB, he said, had 
some time ago been properly labeled fighters , against fascisms. 
That is, he said, what the VALB stands for today., The ECLC,, he 
said, stands ready to defend any and all' victims of the Mc Carran, 
He stated that he was authorized to make that statement. Defense 
of the Communist Party (CP), he told the audience, is the first 
line of defense of all and the Bill of Rights in America. 

BEN DAVIS told the audience that the Mc Carran Act 
is the blueprint for Fascism in America. It is, he said, the 
beginning of a police state. For 10 years, he state, the 
Mc Carran Act was not enforced. The law was. finally upheld 
because of the ultra-right fascist forces in America. The 
ultra-right fascist forces, he said, put the pressure on 
President KENNEDY to enforce the Mc Carran Act. President 
KENNEDY, DAVIS said, has done everything possible to carry 
out the "cold war", but the ultra-right wants to start a "hot war". 

The Mc Carran Act contains four (4) big lies, DAVIS said. 
One, he said, accuses the CP of subversion, sabotage, espionage, 
murder, violence. These accusations have never been proven, he 
said, and they are not true, (Uhen DAVIS mentioned the CP, he 
had reference to the CP United.States of America). Another, 
he said, that CP is an agent of a foreign power, namely the 
Soviet Union. This has never been proven and is not true, he 
said. Another, he said, that the CP is part of an international 
conspiracy. DAVIS said, that this has never been proven and is 
not true. A final one, he said, is that the CP does not do its 
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own thinking and takes its orders from a foreign 
power, ^his, he said, has never been proven and is not true. 
If the CP, DAVIS said, had members who advocated violence and 
overthrow, the CP would expel thera^ 

PHILIP BART one of the leaders of the CP, DAVIS 
said, had recently won a great victory over the Mc Carran 
Act when the Court of Appeals unanimously found him not guilty,, 

BEN DAVIS stated that both he and GUS HAIL and other 
CP leaders have spoken s to over lOOjOOO college students all 
over the United States* He said that he should write BOBBY 
KENNEDY (Attorney-General of the United States) a letter of 
thanks for attempting to enforce the Mc Carran Act against 
the CP. GUS HALL and BEN DAVIS said, as a result of BOBBY 
'KENNEDY 1 s attempts have spoken to young people all over the country. 

The CP, he said, had always known what a great leader 
GUS HAIL is, but thanks to BOBBY KENNEDY and the Mc Carran 
Act, the entire country now knows what a great leader GUS is . 

BEN DAVIS stated that there are four (h) reasons 
why the CP would not, could not, and will never register as 
demanded by the Mc Carran Act. First, he said, the CP would 
be admitting to a lie that the CP is an agent of a foreign 
power, the Soviet Union, that it is subversive, guilty of 
espionage, and all that the Act accuses: the CP of. Secondly, 
the CP must uphold its right to plead the 5th Amendment 
against self-incrimination. Thirdly, the CP will exercise 
it privilege of invoking the 1st Amendement which permits, 
he said, freedom of association and the like. Fourthly, he 
said, the CP would throwing away its rights and the rights 
of the working class and the rest of the American people if 
it registered. 

The penalities for registering, DAVIS said, are 
greater than for non-registering. If they don't register, 
DAVIS remarked, the penalty is 5 years in prison and $10,000 
fine for each day that there is no registering. GUS HALL and 
he, he said, have been indicted for 6 days failure to register. 
Why only six days, he said. Because, he said, BOBBY KENNEDY 
knows that if the indictment were greater (in terms of number of 
days for failing to register) then the entire American people 
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would see the stupidity and viciousness of the Mc Carran Act. 



The Kennedy Administration, DAVIS stated, is using 
the Mc Carran Act as a method to offset the exonomic failures 
in America. 

BEN DAVIS stated that if they do register then both 
he and GUS HALL, who, he said, are still under indictment 
under the membership clause of the Smith Act, could be 
sentenced to 10 years in jail under that aspect of the Smith 
Act. Under the Mc Carran Act, an individual who registers 
can not hold a job in a sensitive industry. Every non-white 
collar professional, DAVIS said, is involved in defense or 
sensitive industry: The Mc Carran Act states, he said, provides 
for a prison term if a CP member applies for a passport. So, 
DAVIS said, a person, under the Act, can't work if he registers, 
can 1 t leave the country to get a job, and a person can get 
a prison sentence if he registers. Therefore, he saidi the 
Act is a trap for an individual. 

The forces behind the Mc Carran Act and its enforcement, 
BEN said, are the same that HITLER represented and the fascist 
forces in Italy and Japan. It has been said, DAVIS stated, 
that the Mc Carran Act has as its objective anti-communism. The 
Hitlerite forces that almost conquered the entire capitalist 
world had as its purpose anti-communism but this Hitlerite 
force was defeated by it, the force that it (fascism) said it 
was fighting. 

The fighters for the Abolition of the House Un- 
American Activities Committee, for the defeat of the Landum - 
Griffith law, the Taft-Hartley Law, the sit-ins, the wade- 
ins, and the Integra tionists, will all merge to defeat the 
Mc Carran Act and' the ultra-right fascist forces., 

JAMES E. JACKSON, of the Worker, BEN said, has been 
attacked for defending the freedom of the press. The 
Subversive Activities Control Board (SACB) he said, wanted 
to know if the Worker was part of the CP. The SACB, BEN said,, 
already knew that because the Worker has always admitted that 
it expresses the viewpoint of the CP. JACKSON and others at 
the Worker, BEN said, told him that they \«>uld rot in "Hell" 
before they register. 



EISENHOWER, ALLEN DULLES, TRUMAN, Chief Justice 
WARREN and many others, BEN said, all have been called Communists 
by the ultra-right. The CP, BEN stated, will register when 
these individuals register as members of the CP. 

BEN DAVIS told the audience that the Mc Carran Act 
has created a whole new world of stool pegions and informers. 
Everyone knows, he said, what all decent people think of stool 
pigeons and informers. They are, he said, the lowest form 
of animals. 

The Mc Carran Act, DAVIS said, is against the foreign 

born. 

The CP as a result of the Act, he said, has not 
folded and willmt fold. The CP will gain many more members 
than it will lose, DAVIS stated. 

DAVIS predicted as a result of all the furor over 
the Mc Carran Act, the American people will see that the only 
way to social pregress and the maintenance of their freedom is 
through the CP and its programs. 

BEN referred to 10 persons recently called before the 
SACB as Marxists. WILLIAM ALBERTSON, LOUIS WEDTSTOCK, DOROTHY

On this date DANNY RUBEL, who attended these meetings, 
was overheard to state that the meetings were being held under the 
cover of HALL-DAVIS Defense Committee meetings but in actuality 
they were enlarged meetings of the National Committee of the 
Communist Party, USA (CPUSA). 
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ELIZABETH GURLEY FLYNN acted as Chairman of this meeting 
and introduced JIM TORMEY who announced the agenda for the three- 
day meeting as follows: 

1) Speech by GUS HALL on June 22nd 

2) Special reports by a number of people on 
June 23rd. The meeting scheduled from 
10:00 a.m. to 6:00 p.m. 

3) A program of action to fight back against 
the McCarran Act on June 24th. The meeting 
scheduled from 10:00 a.m. to 2:00 p.m. 

GUS HALL was . then Introduced and made his report in 
which he stated that he was very happy to see all the people 
present. He stated that the Party is still operating and did 
not die or disband as some people thought after the attack on it 
through the McCarran Act by the U.S. Government. HALL proceeded 
to review the McCarran Act point by point, describing the attack 
on the CP since the Supreme Court decision of 195^ . He stated 
that the Party is defending the Constitution on behalf of the 
American people and that its position of fighting back against 
the McCarran Act is a defense to help all freedom loving people. 

HALL then pointed out the Party's accomplishments in 
the last year or so. They were as follows: 

Unity in the Party is stronger than ever. 
There is an absence 1 of factionalism in the 
Party today. 
3) Party's program is reaching more and more 
people . 

k) The Party can be and is a force in trade 
unionism, youth and the Negro people. 

5) The CP is reaching the youth in America 
and is making great strides in that 
direction. 

6) The Party is fighting successfully the 
ultra-rights . 

7) The Party is growing stronger daily. 
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HALL was very critical of President KENNEDY'S- administra- 
tion because he stated it continues to wage the cold war. He 
also charged that the present administration has led to a decline 
of U.S. prestige abroad. 

HALL then listed seven events he described that the 
Party should be very attentive to: 

1) The stock market decline 

2) The two U.S. failures of attempting to explode 
atom bomb devices in outer space. 

3) The spectacle of our great President on his 
knees asking help from both businessmen and 
the steel leaders. 

4) The actbn of the Attorney General in naming 
ten persons as being Communists. 

5) The American occupation of Thailand by U.S. 
troops . 

He stated the above five were important and the two 
that he wished to name were equally important but in a different 
way. They are: 

6) The settlement of the political situation in 
Laos . 

7) The Algerian situation in that Algeria had 
gained its Independence and elections would 
be held in the near future . 

Following this, HALL stated that the leadership of the 
CP needs help from all its comrades and that a few of the leaders 
cannot carry the whole burden. He stated that defense committees 
must be built at all levels and help the party in its fight against 
the McCarran Act. HALL denounced the ultra-right and stated that 
it had taken over the Republican Party. He charged that also it 
has given help to the House Committee on Un-American Activities 
and receives support from the businessmen and military leaders 
in America today. 

HALL said that due to the economic situation in the 
United States, the Party should study the Marxist signs in 
economics because that is the area of the real fear in America 
today. He said the only solution from this is socialism. 
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At the end of HALL'S report the meeting was then 
adjourned to the following day.

TONY KRCHMAREK opened the meeting with a report on the 
House Un-American Activities Committee hearing in Cleveland. He 
charged that the House had brought stool pidgeons to gain 
notoriety and headlines in the paper. He stated that GUS HALL and 
ARNOLD JOHNSON had come to Cleveland afterwards and through their 
press conferences and private meetings had exposed the hearings 
and the stool pidgeons for what they were. 

ROBERT THOMPSON spoke on trade union work and made the 
statement that the CP cadre in the trade unions are not satisfied 
with the present line of the CP. He stated that the demands from 
labor today include the need for a shorter *«>rk week as well as 
an increase in pay. At the present time, THOMPSON charged, the 
unions are against President KENNEDY'S administration and that the 
Party should increase its struggle for a shorter work week and an 
alliance between the trade unions and Negro workers should be 
worked out. 

DOROTHY HEALEY spoke on the elections in California and 
stated that the ultra-right is very powerful in that state . She 
stated that it will be an uphill fight but that NIXON must be 
defeated. 

BILL ALBERTSON spoke on the New York elections and stated 
there are forces at work who are trying to defeat both ROCKEFELLER 
and JAVTTS. He stated that ROCKEFELLER is being pushed to the right 

CARL WINTER then reviewed the coming elections in 
Michigan and gave a rundown and resume on the candidates. 

ARNOLD JOHNSON made a report on the peace movement and 
stated that the Party was receiving great success concerning the 
pamphlet entitled, '?End the Cold War," by GUS HALL. JOHNSON 
stated that the Party is sending out these pamphlets all over the 
United States. In line with this he said the CP should distribute 
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peace literature. He stated that he believed that some success 
is being made in the peace movement in that there has been a 
defeat of the atom bomb shelter program. 

BILL PATTERSON then reviewed the proceedings of the 
National Negro Commission .meeting which had been held in New 
York City on June 22nd. The main theme, he stated, was to bring 
Negro masses into the CP. 

FRED BLAIR stated there is a lot of talk on recruit- 
ment into the Party but very little action was taken on this 
issue . 

After lunch, IRVING POTASH gave a report on trade union 
work and stated that the main concern of the working class today 
is for a shorter work week and high pay. He stated that this con- 
cerns the Party and that every Party club should have some problem 
concerning the working man on its discussion agenda. The cold 
war effects the trade unions and also unemployment. He stated 
that the trade unions are not happy with the KENNEDY administra- 
tion as they are stepping into every union wage dispute. 

DAN RUBIN then made a report on youth and stated that 
youth work in the Party today has inproved over a year ago. He 
stated that the Party is working with the organization Advance to 
bring the youth into the CP and is meeting with great success along 
this line . He stated, though, that the Party leadership should 
work with the youth so they can see the problems that youth face 
and how they should be worked out. He mentioned that they have 
met with success on the periodical, "New Horizons" and that its 
circulation is fairly good. He stated that the youth today are 
searching for something and they can find what they are looking 
for in Marxist studies. He then mentioned that New York has the 
most youth in the CP. 

CLAUDE LIGHTFOOT spoke on the Negro question and said 
the big question is how the Party will build in the Negro 
community. He said the Negroes are not coming back to the CP 
not because of fear but instead are asking what is the role in 
the Party for Negro liberation. He said the Negroes say they 
cannot carry the burden "Red" when they are already carrying the 
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burden' "Black." LIGHTF00T said that the Party must rebuild in 
the Negro community and must prove their leadership to the Negro . 

In September, JIM JACKSON, BEN DAVIS, BILL PATTERSON 
and himself (CLAUDE LIGHTPOOT) will be excused from their duties 
in the CP and will be available to travel all over the United 
States to sit down and discuss Negro problems with any of the 
Party's clubs, districts or with any mass organizations. Through 
this program, LIGHTPOOT said, we hope to show how the Negro can 
be recruited into the Party and how their problems can be served.

On 6/22/62, DANNY RUBEL, who attended these meetings 
was overheard to state that the meetings were being held under the 
cover of HALL-DAVIS Defense Committee meetings bur in actuality 
they were enlarged meetings of the National Committee of the 
Communist Party, USA (CPUSA) . 
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At this session, CYRIL PHILLIPS chaired the meeting and 
introduced JIM TORMEY, who was to give a report on defense work. 

TORMEY stated that the McCarran Act not only effected the 
CP but also other groups of American people. He stated that it 
denied the minority groups their right to be heard. 

TORMEY then reviewed the GUS HALL-BEN DAVIS Defense 
Committee work and outlined programs that should be carried out 
in the immediate future. He stated that three conferences should 
be set up during the Fall - one on the East coast, one in the 
Mid-west and one on the west coast. Also, defense committees 
should be set up at the neighborhood level to fight against the 
McCarran Act. All medias should be used to plea the GUS HALL-BEN 
DAVIS Committee's cause and that greater use should be made of 
radio, television and college campuses for their program. New 
material is needed to explain the McCarran Act as many people 
do not understand what it is about. 

ELIZABETH GURLEY PLYNN was then introduced as chairman 
of the Defense Committee. She stated that she was disappointed 
in not being included in the Government's action against BEN 
DAVIS and GUS HALL. She stated the FBI are playing it very 
cool. She added, "I guess they don't want me to die in jail." 

„ FLYNN stated that the Party will not register under the 
McCarran Act and would fight it all the way. She said that she 
was pleased to see the Party growth in youth work and hoped that 
it would continue that way. 

FLYNN stated that she would be available to travel anv- 
where in the United States to speak to raise funds for defense 
work. She then mentioned that when she had been in California 
recently she had been invited to speak in Hawaii at any union 
meeting that she wished to. 

ARCHIE BROWN, who was also present at this meeting, 
spoke on his recent trial under the Landrum-Griffin Act and 
recorded what had gone on at this trial. 
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Hffi FRIEDLANDER made a report on defense work and 
defended the establishment of both the Citizens Committee for 
Constitutional Liberties (CCCL) and the GUS HALL-BEN DAVIS 
Defense Committee. She stated that both are needed in this 
field. 

JIM JACKSON gave a general talk on the paper "The 
Worker." He then mentioned the recent charges that he and PHIL 
BART had been brought up on and were sentenced to prison. He 
mentioned that BART's case had been dismissed by the Circuit 
Court of Appeals and he expected to receive the same treatment. 

BEN DAVIS spoke and mentioned the ultra-right, which 
he criticized. He also mentioned the Advance meeting that had 
been held on June 7, 1962, in New York City, and stated that 
MURRAY KEMPTON had appeared and spoke at that meeting. He said 
the reason KEMPTON had spoken was to critize the FBI and their 
actions at GERALDINE LIGHTFOOTs funeral as he felt that the FBI 
should be brought out in the open and attacked. 

DAVIS reviewed the achievements of the Party within the 
last year and said that one of the best things was the reaction 
of the students on the college campuses today. They are eager 
to learn what is going on and help those who fight for freedom 
to attack the McCarran Act. The students are defending the right 
of freedom of speech and whenever a Communist is denied the right 
to speak on a college campus they rally to his support. DAVIS 
^remarked about the victory of PHIL BART and JIM JACKSON before 
the Grand jury and stated it was a victory for the Party. He 
mentioned that the Algerian situation is bad in the respect that 
the extreme rightists are killing Algerian people and the Party 
should speak out against this and make a statement immediately. 

GUS HALL spoke in closing for an hour and one-half, in 
which he summarized the conference and pointed out that he was 
quite happy with the contributions of youth in the Party today. 
He said that the Party should follow along the following lines: 
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1) The Party should attack the ultra-right and 
fight it in all places. 

2) We should sharpen up our specific questions where 
the youth are concerned. 

3) We should work with youth, become part of them 
and try to understand their problems. 

4) We should work towards cutting of taxes. 

5) We should solve our problems concerning the Negro 
question and make a great effort to recruit 
Negroes into the Party. 

HALL also stated, that the Party in the United States 
has been accused of being an agency of the Soviet Union but this 
is a false statement. However, this accusation is reflected in 
the attitude of the mass against our Party. As everyone knows, we 
are against atom bomb testing no matter who does it, whether it 
is the United States Government or the Soviet Union. However,, 
the Soviet Union were forced to test since both France and 
Britain had not desisted from testing the bomb. 

The main war danger is from capitalism, while the 
main idea for peace is. brought forth by socialism. This should 
be foremost in our minds today. 

HALL mentioned that ARCHIE BROWN had recently sent a 
letter to President KENNEDY and one to Premier KHRUSHCHEV asking 
them not to test the atom bomb. HALL stated that although he 
glanced over the letter he did not fully analyze it and therefore 
would make no statement on it at the present time. 

HALL asked the leaders of the Party that when speaking 
to the working people speak to them in their language so that 
they can understand us.

JOHNSON said that he had met with members of Local

Subjects arrived Chicago on the morning of 7/25/62. 

POTASH registered at the Atlantic Hotel, taking room 1103; 
however, BART who accompanied him did not register. 

Shortly after registration BART contacted the offices 
of "The Worker" in Chicago, and according to CG 6031-S* inquired 
as to the whereabouts of SAM DAVIS . Source advised that he had 
learned that FRITZI ENGLESTEIN had told BART that DAVIS was on a 
week's vacation and could be located at 621 Newton Avenue, 
Minneapolis, Minnesota. According to source, BART stated that he 
was leaving for Minneapolis shortly and would only be in town long 
enough to make a few calls. Further, that he would be back in 
Chicago on Monday. 
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Investigation at the Atlantic Hotel determined that 
POTASH registered at 10:40 AM and within 15 minutes returned to 
the lobby and left with BART in a small foreign make car with 
New York license. 

At 2:55 PM POTASH returned to the hotel, however, the 
whereabouts of BART at this time are unknown.

It is anticipated that through informants Chicago 
will have coverage of POTASH and BART when in the Chicago area. 

Minneaspolis as set forth in retel should be alert 
to the possibilities of BART in the Minneapolis area. Although 
the mode of transportation taken by BART- is not know©, the 
logical trains were covered during the afternoon of 7/25/62 
with negative results. It is entirely possible that BART 
took a plane to Minneapolis although this is unknown at this 
time. 

Milwaukee Office should remain alert for possibility 
that POTASH, will contact FRED BLAIR and/or sources in the 
Kenosha area in line with the notations as set forth above.

CPUSA, NEW ENGLAND DISTRICT 
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"June 26, 1962 

"A Legislative Conference of the Communist Party, 
USA (CPUSA), which was attended by various national and 
district leaders and other invitees, was held in- New York 
City from June 22-24, 1962, at Academy Hall, 853 Broadway, 
New York City, New York, to discuss the McCarran Act, 

"It was stated by a member of the Communist Party 
in New York on June 23, 1962, that in effect the above 
mentioned conference was a national meeting of the CP and 
not a conference, explaining that Inasmuch as the National 
Committee, CPUSA, was unable at this time to hold meetings 
the conference was actually a gathering held in lieu 
thereof. The first day's session on June 22, 1962, opened 
at 8:30 PM. There were approximately seventy to eighty 
persons in attendance. 

"An envelope was given to those arriving for the 
Friday night meeting and among the material contained in this 
envelope were the following: 

"A one-page flyer addressed to 'Fellow Americans' 
asking 'Who? Is Responsible For Racism in U.S.A.,' urging 
the reading of 'The Worker.' This is issued as a 'service' 
of 'The Worker, ' 23 W. 26th Street, New York 10, N. Y; 

"A flyer entitled 'Labor Day Greetings to a Working 
People's Newspaper the "Worker" and "Midweek Worker," • 
containing the following message: 'I am pleased to join 
with thousands of other Americans in extending Labor Lay 
greetings to a full time spokesman for labor's Interests 
and well being. May my modest contribution be of help in 
building the circulation of this paper and guarantee its 
freedom to publish and circulate.' The flyer stated no 
names would be published with the greetings unless 
requested by the contributor. 

"A four-page pamphlet entitled 'An Open Letter 
to the Socialist Party from Gus Hall. ' This pamphlet

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ELIZABETH GURLEY FLYNN, who chaired the meeting, 
introduced herself as the Chairman of the HALL-DAVIS 
DEFENSE COMMITTEE. She then introduced JIM TORMEY, who 
announced the conference agenda as follows: 

"1. Speech by GUS HALL on Priday evening. 

"2. On Saturday we will start at 10 AM and end 
at 6 PM, during which a number of speakers will appear. 
Sometime in the afternoon BEN DAVIS will speak. 

"3. Sunday we will reconvene at 10 AM and there 
will be a report on the Party's 'Fight-Back 1 action against 
the McCarran Act. This is to be followed by a summation 
at two o'clock. 

"GUS HALL spoke. He remarked that his speech 
would be based on the so-called purple pamphlet. He 
assumed all had read it and he was not going to take up 
everything in the pamphlet, but would talk about some > of 
the things he thought were important. Pamphlet was 
entitled .'Main Street to Wall Street: End the Cold 
Wari ' by GUS HALL, published by the New Century 
Publishers, New York, in June of 1962. 

"GUS HALL remarked that the Party had been 
through a long period of trial, including a factional 
struggle, but that the Party was indestructible, and would 
not be destroyed. A lot of unity had developed as a result 
of the Party's fight-back policy against the McCarran Act. 
He said initially there were elements in the Party who 
wanted to dissolve the Party and who had been rejected, 
and elements who wanted to stand pat and assume a 'wait and 
see' attitude. Fortunately for the Party and the fight 
for civil rights, a historic decision was made by the 
Party to conduct a legal struggle and bring the mass 
fight to the people. This, he said, has resulted in a new 
Party organizational flexibility and in other benefits. 

"Some of these were: 

"1. The welding of a firm inner Party unity, 
the first time this has occurred in years. 

"2. The elimination of the remnants of 
factionalism in the Party. 
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"3t The reaching of many more people outside 
the Party, and $he establishment of a new and higher status 
among broad circles' of peoples. 

"*f, She establishment of the Party as a 
factor among the growing left in the peoples movement, the 

Negro movement, and the Xbuth movement, 

s ? 

"5, The Party has largely broken through its 
isolation, ' ' 

"6, The Party is helping the masses make real 
headway in destroying the Fascist element in* our country. 

"7 . By defending itself the Party has become a 
whole unit and is slowly growing j 

"HALL said that as a result of all these 
accomplishments we can point out now that it proves the 
line of the Party was correct. He said the best fighters 
are those fighters who have a firm conviction and under- 
standing for what they are' fighting. He went into some 
of the laws, like the Taft-Hartley Law, the McCarran Act 
and the Smith Act, and stated that all such laws are ' 
instruments of the cold war and that we should recognize 
that in these laws are built-in features of a *hot war 1 
too. "• " 1 ' ' ." !■ 

"He brought out that there is a shift in the 
relationship of forces which determines the social, political 
and economic events in the world. He said' that the balance 
of power has changed in the world. He said there are 

now more Socialist forces than capitalist forces and that 
the capitalist world is on the wane. He stated that he is 
not predicting that it is ready to fall apart but we have 
to be conscious of the change and point this out to people. 
He stated that the cold war was an evil and a costly failure 
to the American people, although profitable to a' few. He 
criticized the KENNED? administration and the continued cold 
war policy pf the United States and said our 'first 
endeavor should be to seriously raise the interest of and 
move the people of this country to scrap policies which 
have caused a decline in the standing of the United States 
in the world, 

"He mentioned CHURCHILL in relation to the cold 
war and said that CHURCHILL had influenced' the United States 
into' the cold, war in his pwn interest only, 
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"HALL stated the cold war is also the main 
instrument of monopoly capitalism and that in its 
overseas expansion monopoly capitalism had created more 
unemployment in this country. 

"He stated there were seven events which had 
taken place since the publication of his pamphlet that 
need our attention. These he said were: 

"l. The continued unusual behavior of the 
stock market. 

"2. The two unsuccessful attempts by the 
United States at nuclear explosion in the atmosphere. 

"3. The President's action in the steel strike. 

"4. The action of the Government starting 
proceedings against ten individuals under the McCarran 
Act. 

"5. The invasion of Thailand by United States 

troops . 

"6. The settlement in Laos and the progress, 
in Algeria. 

"7. The primary elections in certain states. 

"HALL said the two attempted atmosphe'ric nuclear 
explosions brand the KENNEDY administration as irresponsible 
and the fact that the two attempts had failed did not 
minimize the dangers created by them. The obvious lack of 
responsibility of the KENNEDY administration is a factor 
in the threat of war. He mentioned the number of United 
States planes and submarines equipped with nuclear 
weapons and of these submarines roaming all over the 
globe. This was another indication of the irresponsibility 
of the KENNEDY administration and possible threat of war. 
He said there is a definite need for more effort being made 
on our part in the fight for peace, and the fight for 
ceasing nuclear testing. 

"He went into the field of disarmament. He 
said the United States did not even present a draft plan 
for disarmament at Geneva and that the question of 
inspection was not an issue as proven by many competent 
scientists . 
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"He made mention of MAHANOR's (ph) proposal 
and my impression is that this is some individual in the 
United Nations who had made a proposal against nuclear 
testing. 

"He said that we .needed to pay more attention to 
MAHAN0R*s proposal and concern ourselves with it. He 
said the United States was the main obstacle to a policy 
of disarmament and ending nuclear testing. He felt that 
our entire level in the struggle for peace was not high 
enough, that there was a great moral revival in this country, 
and the people were ready for more basic reasons in the 
fight for peace. These were the things Marxists had to 
be made aware of. He felt our participation in the 
peace movement was very important but that we were not 
completely fulfilling our role by our failure to discuss 
more basic questions with the people. Such discussion 
should, he said, be in the language of the people, and 
not run below or above them. He quoted from the 
May 18th edition of Commonweal, 1 as well as from •life 1 
and other publications. 

"HALL said we must ask ourselves, 'Do we need to 
change our basic estimate of this administration? 1 , and 
in reply to this question, he said, 'No, we do not have 
to change our basic estimate of this administration. 1 
He said we should also ask ourselves, 'Do we have to give 
up thinking about giving direction for changing the 
administration, 1 with his answer being that we should 
always be aware of the process of pushing for change and 
that mass movement can change the KENNEDY administration. 
We should be in this mass peace movement because it is 
here that pressure put on an administration can change 
policy. He said a great many things that occurred were 
due to the policy and advice the President got. 

"HALL said he did not have any idea and did not 
wish to imply that American capitalism had reached its 
end, but that it was very Interesting to observe on his way 
into Yonkers each morning the number of Cadillacs that 
had run out of gas. He said there was a great need to 
re-establish the Marxist science of economics and felt 
that the Party had neglected this area of study. 

"He said the stock market fluctuation heralded 
the end of that period beginning after World War II, when 
the United States was able to assume the support of the 
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'capitalist countries in the world, all of which were in 
a state of deterioration and dependent on the United 
States. The stock market action indicated that United 
States capitalism was in difficulty and in a post war 
decline. He predicted that the false bottom would fall 
off the real estate market, and that this would be one 
of the results of the stock market decline. He said we 
would have a clear understanding of all of these things 
with knowledge of Marxist theory. He said certain 
frustrations will develop as a result and this will 
increase pressure of war as a way out. It will also 
create pressure to keep the military of Europe strong and 
will give the ultra right impetus to grow. 

"HALL stated there were certain new developments 
taking place in the ultra right and one of our tasks is 
to point out how the ultra right, aided by the Un-American 
Committee and the FBI, has cost the taxpayers a great 
deal of money. We should raise the question as to why this 
money is being spent and who it is benefiting, and to do 
this right now. He said local Party organizations should 
become more aware of these things, and that the main 
fight against the ultra right must be unchanged. 

"He said some of the basic flaws in our work 
included a certain reluctance, fear and strong resistance 
to organizational work in our ranks, and a lack of under- 
standing in our ranks of the fact that the American people 
are ready to take part in some of these movements . Ttiey 
also included a lack of Independent political thinking in 
our ranks, which resulted in failure to offer opposition to 
ROCKEFELLER'S campaign and a lack of efficient organization, 
which he described as a form of sickness. 

"HALL asked 'Concretely, how do we speak to 
people? This is what we are in business for, to speak 
to people, to awaken their conscience. What plans do we 
have for leaflets? 1 . 

"He said that our level of work is not high 
enough. Issues must be explained in the language of the 
people and not in sectarian language. We now have a new 
sense of confidence, we have a winning Party with a 
winning cause. 

"At the meeting an individual passed out 
invitations to a reception, reading as follows: 
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" *Mr. ARCHIE BROWN, on Saturday,

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"ELSIE PIPER stayed at the home of CONSTANTINE 
RADZIE, 35 West 87th Street, New York 24, N. Y., telephone 
EN-2-3885. He stated he went up to Boston back in 1919-21, 
with ROCHOFP (ph) of the Communist Party, organizing people. 
ELSIE mentioned that he must have lived through the 
Palmer raids and he said he met his wife in jail. She 
was a Jewish girl and is an organizer for the Needle 
Trades. He said his wife holds her CP club meetings 
at their apartment every two weeks . He said he and 
his wife had spent $2,200.00 and had bought an apart- 
ment near the Chelsea. When they move there they will 
have three and one-half instead of two and one-half 
rooms, They had bought the apartment a few years ago 
but the strikes had held up building the apartment. 

"ELSIE asked him if he knew NICK DENESUK, a 
Party member from Peabody, Massachusetts, and he said 
he knew NICK well.

said he also knew her well. 

"ELSIE asked him if he and his wife had any 
children. He said, 'No.' He explained that during 
their earlier days in the Party, people were talking 
about revolution, etc., and they did not think they 
should bring any children into the world. He said he 
and his wife at that time had a common- law relationship 
and did not have a certificate of marriage, but later 
married. He addressed ELSIE as 'Comrade 1 and she called 
him 'Comrade. 1 

"ELSIE asked him if he went to the farm in New 
York that NICK went to and he said he was there often. 
He said he belongs to the building trades and is a 
painter and paperhanger. He told ELSIE he had been an 
officer in his union, that he had been on the Executive 
Board in the Building Trades Union, but had resigned 
because it would be bad for a Party member to be cn 
the Executive Board. 

"Friday night, going to RADZI's apartment on the 
subway, RAD2I introduced ELSIE PIPER to an individual 
named COHEN as a 'Comrade from Boston' and COHEN as a 
lawyer for the Party. COHEN described as five feet, 
five inches tall; small build; small, sharp features, 
possibly had a mustache; hair, sort of silver; about 
55 years of age or older; very small, wiry type 
individual; narrow face. 
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On Saturday morning the second day's session 
started at 10 AM at Academy Hall. A Manila envelope full 
of literature was handed out by MIRIAM FRIEDLANDER to 
those entering the hall. The literature included: 

"A one-page flyer from the 'Citizens Committee 
for Constitutional Liberties, 22 East 17th Street, New York 
3, N. Y. , Room 1525, ' setting forth the individual and bulk 
rate of what was termed 'valuable material.' 

"A four-page pamphlet entitled 'Pacts For 
Thinking Americans, ' containing an order blank for various 
material addressed to REUBEN W. BOROUGH, Chairman, 
Constitutional Liberties Informational Center, Room 205, 
1213 N. Highland, Los Angeles 38, California. 

"A twenty-two page booklet, 'The Rape of the First 
Amendment, » by ALEXANDER L. CROSBY. This booklet urged 
contributions be sent to the Citizens Committee for 
Constitutional Liberties, 22 East 17th Street, New York 3, 
N. Y. 

"A one-page letter addressed 'Dear Friend, 1 from 
MIRIAM FRIEDLANDER, Citizens Coismittee for Constitutional 
Liberties, New York, N. Y. 

"A one-page, front and back, flyer entitled 
'Facts on the McCarran Act' prepared by the Citizens 
Committee for Constitutional Liberties. 

"A sixteen-page brochure containing copies of 
clippings from various newspaper publications and 
containing a cover page entitled 'Free Speech Victory. 1 
This brochure urged contributions to the Citizens Committee 
for Constitutional Liberties, New York, N. Y. 

"Approximately 90 to 100 persons attended this 

session. 

"GEORGE MEYERS was designated Chairman for this 
session, which convened at 10 AM. 

"The first speaker was ANTON (LNU) and I am of the 
impression he was from Cleveland, Ohio. He said that the 
HCUA had come into their area and had called twenty people. 
The Party people referred to it as 'operation buzz saw. 1 
They had a public campaign against the HCUA and its 
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"activities and had been very successful In getting the 
Methodist Church, the Church of Christ, and other groups 
organized into a very high level campaign against the HCUA 
with the result that the Committee was completely inoperative 
except when a person was clearly vulnerable. Witnesses who 
were expected to be cooperative, refused to testify or 
cooperate with the Committee and there was a great deal of 
self-exposure of some of the stool pigeons, and he expected 
that there would probably be more. Their activity 
developed an atmosphere where even the informers felt 
guilty. Cther results of their campaign included an 
attack on the KENNEDY administration, and newspaper 
interest and Interviews of those called before the Committee. 

"He said there was also now a movement rallying 
against the Schwartz; Committee in that same area. He said 
that support of the Party had increased and that people were 
far more ready and willing to act than we ourselves 
suspected. 

"Next speaker was BOB THOMPSON. He gave a 
report on labor. He said it would be hard to be satisfied 
with the status of trade union Party activity, and that some 
of the things that have occurred within the trade unions 
created a deep frustration in those engaged in trade union 
activity. We should not harken back to the good old days 
of the 30 's and 40's because too many changes have occurred 
in the world. Some of the answers to problems in this field 
lie in our capacity for leadership, that this is a period 
of time for the modernization of our programs and tactics. 
Ke said there was a new and different type of responsiveness 
on the part of all parties on all issues and we had to fight 
an anti-monopoly coalition on some of the issues facing 
labor. He explained that there was a new situation in the 
labor picture — a demand for a shorter work week. He 
said the general picture on the thirty-hour work week has 
changed and is of significance to us. He said that the 
shorter work week is an anti-monopoly approach and that 
there is a new demand from labor for some independence from 
the KENNEDY administration. He asked if the Party and the 
left were going to back away from this demand, or were we 
going to raise the demand to a new level. This will be 
determined in large measure on the response from us and 
whether we are successful in demanding a thirty-hour work 
week and influencing labor. 
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"THOMPSON said the left must be alert to where 
the breakthrough will come and concentrate on it. He said 
there is a certain perspective of aiding this development 
between now and the opening of contract negotiations in 
1964 in the auto industry. He said the left and the Party 
can be a serious factor in creating an important trend to 
the left in the labor movement. He said this would be the 
first major test of the new orientation and development of 
our Party but it should not be limited to just one industry. 
We must help project a shorter work week in all our labor 
activity. 

"THOMPSON spoke of the struggle that must take 
place to bring into being an alliance between the trade 
union movement and the Negro People's movement. He said 
the situation is different today than in the 4o»s and that 
we must become aware of and take issue with some of the 
forms of white chauvinism existing in labor today. We had 
to carry on in the fight to unite the Negro and white. 
He said this united people and should become the practice 
of the Party in all areas, and not just in our labor 
forces . 

"He mentioned certain developments taking place 
in the Teamsters Union but did not go into them. He said 
that we had to utilize existing approaches and at the 
same time project new moves, the foremost among which was 
the concentration in labor. 

"The third speaker was DOROTHY HEALEY from Los 
Angeles. She reported on the California primary elections. 
She said that there had been some gains made in Mexican, 
American and Negro unity. She said this was the first 
closed primary ever held in the state. 

"She reported on the impressive number of right 
wing votes cast in the primaries. She said this was a 
repudiation of the two main parties, and that it had 
given people something to think about. She mentioned 
newly re-apportioned districts and noted that it was the 
first primary where there had been a definite split in 
the Republican Party. 

"HEALEY stated that the Party had set up three 
objectives in the California primaries which she listed 
as: 
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"1. Defeat of the ultra right. 

2. The election of Negro and mixed representation. 

3. She improvement of the quality of representa- 
tion in Congress around peace> civil rights and Negro 
rights . 

"On #1, HEALEY mentioned the utilization of 
public instruction as a means of defeating the ultra right. 
She said that some reversals had occurred, among which was 
the victory of the ultra right in the GOP race on both a 
state and national level, although a developing repudiation 
of the ultra right was observed in the NIXON campaign. 

"On #2, HEALEY said there had been an unprecedented 
upsurge of support for a more mixed representation and 
seven or eight Mexican Americans will as a result be in the 
California Legislature. The demand for representation was 
also growing among other groups. 

"On #3, HEALEY stated that efforts toward the 
development of independent action within the Democratic 
Party had been very, very effective. She said the efforts 
of Party people to heighten the role of the individual 
member in the Democratic Party resulted in hundreds of 
workers in the Democratic Party having a chance to express 
themselves for the first time. She said this should now 
enable various Individuals involved in the activities of 
political parties to play an important role in a peace 
campaign by independent action, with her feeling being, 
however, that they had to be independent not only of the 
political party with which they were involved, but also 
the Communist Party as well. She said she felt there had to 
be a very skillful approach to this situation. 

"A speaker from New York then gave a talk on 
the New York elections. He said there was an ultra right 
in New York which had succeeded after carrying on a six- 
week campaign in developing a new Conservative Party to 
defeat JAVITS. The ultra right was also out to defeat 
ROCKEFELLER. The speaker predicted that the Republican 
Party would be a major force in the ultra right in New 
York and that it would be necessary for the Progressives 
to do all they could to defeat the ultra right. 

"The speaker also said that the time had come 
when no party could go to the polls in New York without 
a Negro candidate. 
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CARL WINTER spoke on the Michigan elections, 
and particularly the race for Governor. He said GEORGE 
ROMNEY was being dubbed as a possible GOP candidate for 
President in 1964, and there was a serious attempt going 
on in that area to shape ROMNEY by big business. The 
Birchites have announced their support of ROMNEY and the 
Democrats were running Governor JOHN SWENSON. He said 
there was a great deal of independent action developing 
within the Democratic Party and that members of that Party 
are now able, as individuals, to present their slate on 
Negro rights, civil rights, and other issues. He said 
there were 110 delegates to the Constitutional Convention 
in Michigan who were able to effect a coalition between 
labor and Negroes. 

"FRED (LNU) from Wisconsin spoke. He was intro- 
duced as a poet and recited a little poetry. He said we 
should repudiate the charge from many liberals that the 
danger of war came from the left, that the danger actually 
came from the ultra right. He agreed with GUS HALL that we 
should study more the theory of ground rent and bank 
taxes and pay more attention to economics. He also 
commented that there should be some nationalization of the 
land in this country. 

"ARNOLD JOHNSON spoke. He agreed with GUS HALL 
that the level for the struggle for peace must be heightened, 
and that there was no conflict in the Party around our work 
with the masses. He said, however, we must examine the 
character of our work so that we can heighten its level, 
and that we should ask ourselves how we can contribute 
more to such movements as peace. He pointed out that there 
is much literature on peace from the left forces and also 
a great deal of literature from the ultra right. We should 
make greater use of the peace literature available and 
discuss it more. He pointed out that the American people 
have a certain peace consciousness which helps overcome 
some of the war propaganda. We have to ask ourselves how 
to overcome other propaganda in order that the United 
States may become known as a peace country. We must 
contribute to peace discussion so that it will be taken 
up by the masses. That would be one of the biggest 
contributions our Party could make for peace. 

"WILLIAM PATTERSON spoke. He thought that 
Marxist economics should be placed in the hands of the 
students, trade unionists and teachers. He spoke of the 
factors involved in dealing with the Negro situation and 
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of the problems -of Influencing the Negro masses toward 
the Communist Party. In this connection he mentioned his 
attendance -at a meeting, termed one of the most important 
of its kind, .of the National Negro Commission .the 
previous day, June 22, 1962. He apologized .for not having; 
the complete report of the meeting ready for this session, 
but said it contained certain criticism of our work with 
•the Negroes. He said that we did not always work on the 
highest level with them and that there was a certain 
dichotomy. He said we should see as Marxists more clearly 
how the Executive Branch of the Government is making progress 
in their promises but not carrying them out. He said, 
however, that in Congress we have many possibilities open 
to us in the struggle for equal rights.. He said the issue 
of peace should be broadened and that we must recognize 
the. ultra right is the main enemy of Negro rights. 

"One following, in addition to those present 
at the Friday night meeting, Were present at Saturday's 
session:

"ROSCOE PROCTOR was elected Chairman of the 



afternoon. session. LEW JOHNSON introduced ELSIE PIPER to 
CARL WINTER and .GEORGE MORRIS. A fellow- came Up and said 
that he was from. Minnesota and introduced himself as 
.SIGMUND., There were fellows from New Jersey, CHARLIE, a 
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'Swede, and JACK. CHARLIE is about five feet, seven inches 
tall; 135 pounds; has several very indistinct tattoos 
(some color removed) on both arms, and the back of both 
hands; snow white hair; blue eyes; smokes Chesterfield 
cigarettes; about 55 years of age; appearance of being a 
retired Merchant Marine or Navy seaman. Ke said he lived 
in Scotland when very young (about twelve years of age) 
before he came to this country. JACK had a round full 
face, left side somewhat misshaped but not extremely so; 
sandy hair; five feet eight or nine Inches tall; 160 
pounds; stooped; about fifty years of age. SIGMUND, from 
Minnesota, looked like a business executive, and somewhat 
out of place; very, very beautiful complexion, pink and 
white; perhaps fifty years of age or more; five feet ten 
or eleven inches. 

"A young colored girl, DARLENE or CHARLENE, 
from California, gave a report on Youth. She proposed the 
establishment of a youth organization that would not of 
necessity be left, but which would have a certain amount 
of left orientation. 

"LEWIS MARTIN JOHNSON spoke after DARLENE for a 
few minutes. He gave a brief rundown of problems in New 
England. He said that possibly the Party would have to help 
New England with an organizer because there was no one in 
that District who could spend the full time required for 
that position. He said New England had concentrated on 
raising funds for defense and that he was happy to say 
New England had turned in $495.00 that day for defense. 
However, because of such effort no funds had been raised 
for 'The Worker. ' He also said some ground work was being 
done on the youth campaign in New England. 

"A report on labor was given by IRVING. POTASH. 
He said the entire Party should be made conscious of the 
problems involved in working with trade union and working 
class movements. Every Party club should have on its agenda 
some discussion pertinent to the working class in order to 
develop a working class consciousness. 

"The report disagreed with BOB THOMPSON in that 
THOMPSON took the attitude that the Party should not take 
over the leadership of such movements but rather guide them. 
POTASH said there would be no breakthrough unless the Party 
took as its task both the development and encouragement of 
left movements in trade unions. 
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"JAMES TORMEY announced that we should return 
our slips for the HALL- DAVIS pamphlet to CLARA BALONE or 
CALONE (ph). 

"CLAUDE LIGHTFOOT spoke on 'How Are We Going to 
Build Our Party in a Negro Community? 1 . He said there has 
been some thinking in the past that Negro people had left 
the Party through fear but that this was not so. He said 
instead the Negro masses did not identify our Party to the 
struggle they were waging. He said we have to decide what 
the struggle for the Party is and asked, 'How do we carry 
through in final form for the Negro? 1 . He said the Party it- 
self would be very instrumental in helping the Negro and 
that by use of communist Negroes in the community the Party 
should become identified with the Negro struggle. We had 
to take up the problem of unemployment for the Negro, which 
he described as a major issue for the Negro, and open up 
discussion in the broadest possible manner on where the 
Negro struggle was going to end. He spoke of the Muslim 
Movement, stating that it had gained a great deal of 
support. He said that when it came to the Negro Movement 
we had to discuss different forms and not latch on to one 
particular form to the exclusion of the others. 

"He said there were plans for this coming 
September for PATTERSON and DAVIS to go about speaking to 
Negroes in Negro communities. He suggested that what we 
should do in the various areas was to line up a number of 
Negro people to be on hand to meet with PATTERSON and DAVIS 
who could possibly enlist them in the Party. 

"During the morning session, LOUIS announced 
that a party would be held for ARCHIE BROWN, and ARCHIE 
stood Up. My impression was that the ten defendants were 
there and LOUIS asked them to sit on the side. He mentioned 
that HY LUMER and someone else was still in jail. 

"ART, from California, took issue with POTASH. 
He said POTASH should re-examine and differentiate between 
a left organization and an organization in which you develop 
a much broader force and in which the left is a ranking 
force. 

"He first spoke on the role of the Party. He 
said the present leadership in the Party had set an example 
in building up the prestige of the Party, and that the Party 
had re-established itself. He highly commended GUS HALL'S

"pamphlet and said it stood out as being excellent. He 
said the Party had to concern itself with its peace work 
and that HALL'S recommendation that we should begin a real 
Marxist analysis of peace in this country was excellent. 
He felt that peace candidates were here to stay and that 
the left peace candidates did have a role to play. In 
speaking on the elections in California, he differed with 
DOROTHY HEALEY, who believed that the right forces had 
gained there. He also, in disagreeing with DOROTHY HEALEY, 
said that the GOP in order to win will have to present a 
labor front and that labor's activities and its independent 
role in the elections in California had confirmed an 
anti-Nixon situation. He felt definitely that the ultra 
right could be defeated there, but that the Party had to play 
a greater role in its defeat. 

"In speaking on labor, he said there was a basic 
fear in trade unions and that the Party had to give the labor 
movement more direct leadership. More attention, he said, 
should also be given to the manufacturer. 

"JACK GREEN from Baltimore spoke. He said the 
question of labor movements was most Important, that labor 
was looking for progressive forces to move them and that a 
Party sub committee should be set up to discuss what is 
happening in the trade Unions. After that a Negro commission 
should be set up prior to the elections in order to 
mobilize the people, and to rebuild the Party. 

"LEW, from Newark, New Jersey, remarked concerning 
city elections. He said one Negro in New Jersey got the 
biggest vote for Councilman and that 'every thinking 
organization in the country was trying to win the youth. 
He advocated the Party rebuilding its role for winning 
the youth. 

"A speaker from Milwaukee said that Milwaukee was 
one of the cities that contradicted itself by producing a 
MCCARTHY and a Governor who repudiated MCCARTHY. He felt 
that the Party had to fight for peace, civil rights and 
against the ultra right. In order to do this we must 
integrate ourselves with non-communist people and organizations. 
He said they had certain problems with the Party in their 
area, that there were people who would not work with other 
people becuase they were afraid of stool pigeons. 
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"A speaker from Pennsylvania stated that the 
conference reflected a new stage in the historical develop- 
ment of the Party. He said the Party's voice should be 
heard more often in its various endeavors, and in the matter 
of trade union work we should ask ourselves how to proceed 
in establishing a Socialist trend in the labor movement.

BROWN that evening. LOUIS is described as good looking - 
Latin sort of way; large full face; black hair; fleshy 
side, bat not fat; about five feet ten or eleven Inches; 
Spanish, Puerto Rican or Italian; about middle fifties; 
a barber.

TRACHTENBERG went out to supper together to a Japanese 
restaurant. First TRACHTENBERG was to take them to 
dinner, but LEW paid for the dinner. TRACHTENBERG said 
he was the first publisher in the world to translate 
MARX into the English language. He said that in fact, 
he thought he translated MARX into English before it was 
translated into Russian. He is publisher or editor of 
the International Publishing House. 

"On Friday afternoon it had been arranged with 
ELSIE to go home with AGNES WILLIS from Brooklyn. However, 
AGNES said she could not put ELSIE up because it would mean 
putting her daughter out of bed. As a result ELSIE was 
introduced to IDA. ELSIE asked her if she were going to 
the party for ARCHIE BROWN and IDA said she was and would 
see her there. 
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"Over two hundred were present at ARCHIE 
BROWN'S party. There was a bar and buffet style lunch of 
cold cuts, coffee and cake set up. ELSIE PIPER and LEW 
JOHNSON sat at a table with CONSTANTINE RADZI and IRVING* 
POTASH sat with them too. 

"Also present were:

/GUS HALL

DARLENE, from California. ELSIE was introduced to 
her and they said she was the one who gave 
the report on Youth that morning. She was a 
very pretty colored girl. 

"(Male — tall, brown eyes, mustache, New York 
license on his car.) 

"ELIZABETH GURLEY FLYNN. ELSIE asked her if she 
had moved and she said she had moved since 
her sister died and was living in the hotel 
just around the corner where the Festival 
Restaurant was. She found it much easier, 
but missed her sister. 

"ARCHIE BROWN spoke. He said that people wanted 
him to stay over but that only permission to leave California 
to attend a Legislative meeting in New York had been given 
him and that he had to be back in the jurisdiction of the 
Court on Monday. He said that otherwise he would stay. 

"$150.00 Was collected for drinks at this 
party and someone said that New York should pay for the 
party and the $150.00 turned in to the Defense Committee. 

"IDA did not show up at the party early. ELSIE 
had several offers to go home with others but IDA arrived 
when the party Was nearly over and they went home. They 
took the subway to the end of the line in Brooklyn and 
IDA lived at about 35 Rockaway Parkway, Brooklyn Apart- 
ment #3-B, telephone DICKENS-5-9127. She was in her 
forties,, the youngest of five children. Her mother died 
two years ago of lung cancer. IDA is described as: 
very nice figure; too full a face; hair tinted Auburn; 
Jewish. She lives in a three and one-half room apartment 
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"with an older sister.. She is very active in Party .work and 
more aggressive than her sister.. She said her sister cannot 
make a decision and the sister and IDA do not get along 
well. IDA said single people along in years should have 
their own apartment. She pays $52.00 a month rent and has 
lived there for twenty- two years, with the exception of the 
time her mother had asked her to move out as her mother 
felt she would be better offi away from other sisters, who 
bossed her. 

"According to IDA, both she and her sister held 
Party meetings in their home. *

"IDA told her of some of her Party activity. 
She said her area consisted ot approximately one-third 
Jewish; one-third Puerto Ric an, and oner third Negro. 
She said years ago it was predominantly Jewish, but that 
now Puerto Ricans and Negroes had moved' in. Her Party 
club had been active in the Beth Hospital ; Strike and had 
gotten out leaflets on integrated school buses and other 
issues. Her club was also working on obtaining new 
school buildings. 

"IDA has one brother and three sisters. 

i 

"ELSIE made the remark that she thought the 
conference was to be a discussion on \ the McCarran Act. 
IDA said that In effect the conference was a- national 
meeting and not a conference, explaining that inasmuch 
as the National Committee of the Communist Party cannot 
hold meetings at this time the conference was actually a 
gathering held in place of a National Committee meeting. 

"OJiere were approximately sixty to seventy 
at the Sunday session, June 2k, 1962, which convened 
at 10 AM. 
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Proposals were made and adopted at this 
session that there be three mass regional conferences, 
one in the East; one in the Mid-West;- and one on the West 
Coast; that we try to send delegates to all aspirants 
to public offices and demand that they take a stand on the 
McCarran Act and other issues; that we attempt to further 
broaden civil rights committees, and encourage their 
development on a local basis; that a brochure on this 
conference and defense fund booklets be issued; and that 
the Party develop some type of mass agitation against a 
national mobilization planned by the HCUA for January 3, 



"ELIZABETH GURLEY FLYNN spoke. She said she 
hoped this would be the last time we would have to do 
anything like this, but by fighting back we were defending 
the Party as we know it and not as it is described by the 
McCarran Act. She said it was clear that it is not 
possible for us to register under the McCarran Act and 
that we have to acquaint people first as to what the 
McCarran Act' is, and to render the legal defense necessary. 
She said she would be available for speaking engagements. 

"JIM JACKSON spoke. He said that HALL had been 
correct in the interpretation of the events that had taken 
place and we needed to make a very precise study of the 
events in relation to the effect on each. 

,mu " He s P° ke on tlJhe Worker' campaign. He said that 

'The Worker' campaign was basic to our rights and our civil 
rights, and that so far there has not been too much 
pressure put on the freedom of the press as an issue. He 
said there should be some sharpening up in regard to the 
KENNEDY administration and that we have to heighten the 
struggle for disarmament. He spoke of the policy of 'The 
Worker' which he thought had been a correct one but there 
had been some criticism of it. At the time of the Soviet 
nuclear explosions the paper protested the resumption of 
nuclear testing by the Soviets and thought this was a good 
tactic for the Communist Party to follow. On the question 
of recruiting, he thought that certain problems were not 
solved by merely recruiting more people, that certain 
risks were involved that we certainly should be aware of. 
He said he was proud of the history of the Party and that 
we were moving ahead. We did not know when the break- 
through was coming but it was coming. He said it was 
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"necessary for us to fight McCarranisra and that 
fighting McCarranism was fighting the ultra right. He 
said that the fight for civil liberties now going on 
necessitated that the forces of the left move the masses. 

"BEN DAVIS stated that the FBI at CLAUDE 
LIGHTFOOT's wife's funeral had taken the guest book and 
joined the mourners. He said we must emphasize the 
humanism of communism in relation to the type of humanism 
of the ruling class. He said the Party was still in 
existence in spite of all that is happening to it. We have 
achieved something. We brought to the American people the 
fact we caught the Government red-handed on the question 
of concentration camps, !Ihey were caught in a lie about 
this and they will lie about other things. He said in , 
this regard that it had been brought out in 'The Worker' 
that this country had built concentration camps. 

"DAVIS said the Youth Movement and the role 
it has been playing has been a setback to the McCarran 
Act. Even though the youth do not go along with the 
Party on all Issues they deserve the right to listen for 
themselves rather than be told. 

"DAVIS said that the administration had added 
to the McCarran Act a provision that industry make 
public a list of where a particular person cannot work. 
He said our big question was how to merge our activity 
with the activity of the masses, and that although there has 
been a tendency toward this, the Party must work harder 
at it. He brought out that there was a certain Indecency, 
immorality and backwardness in having political prisoners 
in America, and that as to Algeria we should express our 
concern about the mass killings there. He said we should 
pay more attention to the moral aspects of our Party, 
and that vie should be reaching the moral sense of the people 
as nothing moves a people more than moral Issues. 

"DAVIS said some of the potential open to us 
had deep importance. He mentioned how developments in 
socialist countries affect this country's economic politics 
and policies. He spoke of different things that happened 
in the South and projected the thought that these states 
were republics and that we did not have a democracy. 
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"GUS HALL, in his summary of the conference, 
said we have to have some approach to the economic 
program and fight for a minimum wage of $2.50 an hour and 
for a moritorium on the national debt. He said we had 
to develop an approach to organizations such as in the 
youth field, where our approach should be more pronounced 
than in the past few months. He said the youth field is 
in its initial development and that the Party should 
utilize farm experiences in dealing with youth. He 
said this reference to farm experiences had nothing to 
do with the Party, explaining that on a farm you plant 
more seeds than you expect to grow, you weed out the weak 
ones, transplant others, and, as on a farm, out of all 
the youth movements the strongest will be kept. He said 
it had to be a joint project of nature and man, that it is 
the Party's approach to organizations, and the conscious 
Marxist will follow it. 

"HALL said that when it came to independent 
political action there had to be a certain flexibility in 
form and level. He spoke of the union action on a 
thirty-five hour week and of its importance as a medium for 
moving the whole trade union movement. He said the important 
thing to remember was to have some form which moved the 
masses. We have one purpose and that is the best interest 
of the workers and their organizations. HALL said that when 
speaking at various colleges he was always questioned about 
the Party's relations with the socialist world, and the 
McCarran Act charge that we are agents of a foreign 
power. He said he has found that although the students 
will not accept denials they will accept explanations . 
He, therefore, explains that the Communist Party is a politi- 
cal party in this country interested in building socialism 
and that having the same social science as other countries 
with socialist governments we do have a relationship although 
no organizational ties. In answer to the question he is 
always asked in connection with the McCarran Act charge, 
'Where have you disagreed with the USSR? * , he asks why they 
use that as a yardstick for the Communist Party when it 
is never used for anyone else, and then points out as an 
example of disagreement that when the USSR resumed 
nuclear testing we were against such action. 

l! He said on questions of new Party development 
there was an unprecedented demand for Marxist literature 
and that we must make the members aware of the pressure 
of this demand. In the matter of recruiting, he said we had 
to convince Party people that it is necessary and possible . 
to recruit new members but that it must be organized. 
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"The meeting adjourned about 3 PM.

DZ3S£2T continued that during the past year there 
has been witnessed a much stronger inner unity within the 
Party and in some rare and still very scattered Instances 
there is certain recruiting in the Party. The task before 
us now, he said, is for a detailed study of GUS HALL's 
report and a fight to bring it to the membership and place 
it in mass circulation. The goal for Illinois is a circulation 
Of approximately 1,000 copies of HALL's report. Oh the report 
itself, DISKIN indicated that the New York Conference called 
f or more fundamental approaches to certain economic questions 
facing the country.

There has been a steady increase of mergers of 
small corporations and there has been a steady increase 
in unemployment; Proverty in the United States is growing 
said DISKIN, and there are also possibilities of a severe 
crisis developing unless the present policies of the admini- 
stration are changed. Many people *s organizations are 
alarmed about the economic situation in the country 
and are demanding tax cuts now. 

DISKIN said the Party supports the AF of L and 
the CIO approach to the question of taxes, that is, those 
families 'with incomes of $10,000 or under should receive 
tax cuts, but not the others. , 

• 1 In GUS HALL's report, said DISKIN, he deals with 
, certain fundamental programs including a tax cut, a minimum 
wage of $2.50 per hour, use of the war budget and interest 
on the national debt for peaceful projects, development of trade 
with all- countries, and within this framework, the center of the 
economic struggle for the CP is the struggle for the 
shorter work week.

DURHAM Indicated his agreement with GUS HALL's 
report and felt that it marked a turn in the right direction. 
One question that needs further examination either by the 
Party leadership or in processing the discussions around 
GUS HALL's report is that there must be a more fundamental 
discussion of the -Vanguard role by the Party. In the main, 
said DURHAM, most of the discussion in the past few years 
has been an evaluation of existing movements and* how the 
Party could participate in these movements. There has been 
little or no discussion of *the role and responsibility of 
the Party to create Left initiatives both within and out- 
side the people's movements. One example is the Negro 
youth field where there have been ideas projected based on 
estimate of the movement that the Party should project the 
building or stimulate the building, of an independent 
youth movement. So far, said DURHAM, the Party has not 
even discussed such questions. Another point DURHAM 
discussed was the relief cut. He indicated that it will 
require more fundamental answers particularly to the white 
working class in Chicago, on the problem of the 85 per cent 
Negro population on the/relief roles and how this has come 
about. The reason for this large percentage of Negroes 
on the relief roles is due in the main to the Jim Crow 
structure of our society. This point has already been made 
in the documents prepared by the. Illinois Public AidV> 
Commission, (IPAC) , and in the independent study made a$ 
Loyola University about a week ago when dealing with the 
problem of Aid to Dependent Children (ADC). 
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Summary by CLAUDS LIOHTFOOT 

LIGHTFOOT indicated that the main concentration 
of the, Party in the peace field should be the organization 
Voters, for Peace and' unless there is a political challenge 
to, the powers that be, it will be difficult to change 
the policies of the present administration. ' 

In addition the staff of the CP in Illinois 
should draft a long range approach to the relief crisis* 
Also a small committee should be selected to prepare now 
for the Party's stabilization for the coming city elections. 

On the question of "Lef t ft tfnity, §aid LIOHTFOOT, 
in his opinion they can get unity on Ideological questions ♦ 
It Ms only on specific struggles where they should try to 
mobilize the other "left" groupings. For exampl e the Pa rty 
nnrnin* "pt agreement with an independent such* as I \ 
or NORMAN THOMAS on many ideological 



questions but they will participate in certain concrete 
struggles either on civil liberties, civil rights, etc. 

On the question of youth, LIGHTFOOT indicated 
that he agreed 1 with DURHAM on taking some Initiative on this 
question of Negro youth and perhaps in the AAHA it will 
be possible to develop such an approach. One point that 
must be borne in mind, however, is that although the 
youth are organized in separate groupings, young people 
in the, main< f are riot solely interested in leading youth 
In struggles but want to be piart of organizations of both 
young and old arid feel they have full participation. 
In the Party's yputh work, he said they must remember 
that there is only one vanguard and that is the CP. The 
youth will be an ally arid a part of the vanguard but the 
Party is not trying to establish a separate vanguard

The key question for the leadership is how to 
implement the line put forth by the Conference.

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"JAMES TORMEY opened the meeting at about 8:15 p.m. and then 
introduced ELIZABETH GURLEY FLYNN as Chairman of the 
Gus Hall - Ben Davis Defense Committee. 

FLYNN in turn then introduced GUS HALL, CP General 
Secretary, who then talked. The substance of his talk 
was. drawn directly from the 13-page pamphlet entitled 
"Discussion Outline on Gus Hall's Pamphlet, Main 
Street to Wall Street: End the Cold War." 

The meeting ended at about 10:15 p.m. after HALL spoke. 
At this time invitations were passed out to attend a 
reception for ARCHIE BROWN to be held the following 
evening . 

The same people reconvened the following morning, 
June 23, 1962, at the same place at about 10:25 a.m. 

GEORGE MEYERS, Chairman of the Maryland - D. C. CP 
District and National Executive Committee member, was 
Chairman of the morning session. 

The entire day was spent in discussion of material set 
forth in the above-mentioned pamphlet by GUS HALL. 

During the morning session A.. KRCHMAREK said that the CP 
had been making headway in Cleveland, Ohio, until the 
House Committee on Un-American Activities had gotten 
into town. KRCHMAREK said an informant appeared before the 
HCUA and told lies about the CP. He said as a result of 
this, a lot of CP members "gave up." He said a lot of 
informants went to the FBI and wanted to quit informing 
and despite the requests of the FBI for them to keep on 
working, a number of them did quit and publicly admitted 
that they had been FBI informants. 

The morning session ended at about 1:30 p.m. and 
reconvened at about 2:30 p.m. 

During the lunch hour GUS HALL, CP General Secretary, had 
lunch with CP members from Baltimore which included 
GEORGE MEYERS, ROBERT LEE and JACOB GREEN. 

During lunch MEYERS told HALL that he had recently visited 
the Southern U. S. including the cities of Richmond,

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"Norfolk, and Petersburg in Virginia. 

MEYERS said he would like to make another trip and 
HALL then replied that it was up to MEYERS and that he 
personally felt that something could be done in the 
South, particularly in connection with the Negro 
problem. 

MEYERS commented that a man in Virginia, whose office 
was raided by the police there, was under considerable 
pressure. 



During the afternoon session, 

Northern California, acted as Chairman,

A number of CP national leaders, including BOB THOMPSON, 
DOROTHY HEALY, and MICKEY LIMA spoke. Everyone seemed 
to be generally in agreement with GUS HALL'S report 
and all emphasized the need to rebuild the Party and 
fight the McCarran Act. There were some questions as to 
whether it would be easy to rebuild the Party at this 
time. 



The meeting ended at about 6:00 p.m. with| |announcing 

that discussion would? be resumed by the same group from about 
10:00 a.m. until 2:00 p.m. the following day and that 
JAMES TORMEY during the session would make a report on the 
McCarran Act. 

At about 9:20 a.m., June 24, 1962,the same group again 
met at the same place, TORMEY making a report on the 
McCarran Act, the substance of which is set forth in a 
13-page pamphlet headed "Introduction" and the first 
paragraph of which sets out "'Anti-Communism in the .U. S.' 
has been prepared in the hope that the material it 
contains in such concise and clear cut form may be of help 
to all those who are working to preserve civil liberties 
in our country." 

ELIZABETH GURLEY PLYNN then stressed that the CP 
had to present its viewpoint to the American people 
so that they would understand the danger of the 
McCarran Act. BEN DAVIS then spoke along the same 
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" lines. 

After several other people had spoken, GUS HALL made 
the closing remarks and; the meeting ended at about 2:10 
p.m. "

number of people who participated in it or the ag reemen^» 
reached. It is clear that the elements in this struggle 
signify that they are the future elements and gdioate the 
dimensions of the trade union movement in New York. ™3[ 
will be tne future members, stewards, ^ ^d3rs^and busies s 
agents of the labor movement and will play the role that the 
mass production worker played in the 1930* s. 

HALL emphasized that this should ^understood

HALL said that he was aware that some comrades down

HALL then spoke of the need to increase the circulation 
of "The Worker". He said it was all well and good, to speak of 
cental ?or Ihe'peper/but unless there was an increase in the 
oaoer»s circulation, content would mean nothing. He saiu 
?hat as far as he could see, there was no struggle, no 
entnustafm o? determination' to understand the role that the 
Party must play. 

Following HALL*s comments, all the individuals at 
the -eti^eAhat ^^^^^."SSSS* 
tiroes ^lufrtl^cans! AlL It was unanimous .that 
tne strike itself was the best example so far of N |f^-iat>or 
uSity and of a united front of Negroes and Puerto Ricans. 
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It was stated that the fight by LEON DAVIS (Local 1199)* 
a Jew, for the Negro and Puerto Rican workers would help 
nullify the anti-Semitism caused by allegations that Jewish 
hospitals would not allow collective bargaining. 

It was further stated at the mes ing that the 
issues of a $1.50 minimum wage will be an issue in the coming 
elections. They all agreed with GUS HALL that the Party 
must not miss the opportunity of mobilizing the Negro and 
Puerto Rican workers who have proven by the hospital strike 
that they are going to be a major force in the labor movement 
as well as an important political segment. 

JAMES JACKSON commented regarding the Negro American 
Labor Council and said that they exposed themselves to 
isolation from the main trends of the American labor movement. 
He said the Party has to develop a left trend In the labor 
movement as a whole and that the Negro worker is a part of 
this movement and nok a special thing. Ho said the left trend can 
not advance on the back of the Negro workor, 

ARNOLD JOHNSON next made a few comments regarding 
the electorial situation in Massachusetts. He said this 
election looms Important because of the candidacy of STEWART 
HUGHES, who is running as an independent. JOHNSON said 
that there was a string group of people who are participating 
in efforts to get him on the ballot. He aescribed these 
people as both young and old, but that their special character 
is that they are from the peace movement and not necessarily from 
any age grouping. 

JOHNSON commented that this was one of' the fine 
examples where the country could lecirn a lesson, noting there 
are about HO people working out of his (HUGHES) office, with 
another couple of hundred around the state who are somehow 
involved. JOHNSON said that HUGHES still needs 32,500 
signatures to insure being on the ballot, noting that their 
goal is to obtain 325, 000 signatures by July 24th. 
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JOHNSON stated that HUGHES had been on television 
recently which indicated his attitude on some Important 
questions. On the peace question, his point was to end the cold . 
war* On Cuba, he recommends establishing normal relations 
with Cuba. JOHNSON noted that his (HUGHES) position is not 
one that agrees with us on everything, but he has a certain 
kind of independence about him and "we" need to give careful 
study fc6 it. JOHNSON further remarked that he (HUGHES) always 
emphasizes that he is a member of the American Civil Liberties 
Union, a'member of SANE and a member of the NAACP. JOHNSON 
also stated that he (HUGHES) includes recognition of East 
Germany as a concession that could be made without damaging 
ourselves In the slightest. 

Following JOHNSON 1 s comments, GUS HALL remarked that 
all this was a very important development. He said that 
this proves that mass movements, and specifically the peace 
movement, are reaching various levels. HALL said that in 
his opinion, it was further proof that the question of 
political reallignment and the emergence of independent 
political forces may not take place, as we have foreseen 
it in the past, through the political struggles of the working 
class directly through the trade unions. HALL felt that 
this breakthrough may come initially through the peace issue. 
HALL again emphasized that major fundamental developments 
are taking place and the Party has to be on top of them. 

PHIL BART commented that various actions are h 
taking place throughout the country by means of the left 
forces participating. He said that there are a number of 
places throughout the country that deserve watching and »/ 
deserve our attention both from the point of the election 
as well as for the whole future. BART noted that the left 
movement was small but In his opinion, felt they can not 
Judge political developments only in a numerical sense* 

JACK STACHEL commented that in many areas "we" \ 
are paralyzed* "We" underestimate to what an extent an 
independent movement can sometimes influence the whole course 
of political events. 
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It was decided that further discussion .was needed, 
to assess the polltcal currents developing throughout 
the country.

When en route to Chicago, BART and POTASH made stops at 
Pittsburgh and at Cleveland* During the stopover in Pittsburgh, 
they had jointly contacted HERBERT KRANSDORF and had also spoken 
to KRANSDORF 1 s brother who Is now out of the Party* Both he and 
POTASH bad attempted unsuccessfully to convince KRANSDORF *s
